Daughter, lesbian, Jew 



"One lie is worth a thousand truths," my Italian aunt recently 
told me. She wasn't kidding. Lies are the stuff of great love and 
also of great disorientation, and families manage to generate 
both with remarkable dexterity. 

My sister and I were raised Catholic in suburban America in 
the '60s, unaware that we were being protected from our own 



identity. Our parents almost never 
spoke of their lives in Eastern Eu- 
rope before they immigrated to the 
States in 1950. My sister and I clung 
to bits of information they dropped 
from time to time: My father had 
spent years in Soviet labor camps; 
my mother had escaped Poland 
dressed as an Italian soldier. After a 
remarkable string of events brought 
them back together, they were mar- 
ried by a priest in Rome ten years to 
the day after they had first met. 

It would take me over 30 years to 
understand what was missing from 
their romantic story. My parents and 
aunt refused to fill in the details; im- 
plicit in their silence was a sense of 
both danger and unspeakable 
tragedy. A few years ago, while 
working as a lawyer in Boston, I was 
drawn to researching the mystery of 
my family's past. After a fair amount 
of detective work, my sister and I dis- 
covered the central missing piece: 
My parents and aunt were not 
Catholic witnesses to World War 11 
but rather Jewish survivors of the 
Holocaust. Nearly all our relatives 
had been gassed or shot by the Nazis. 

The revelation that my parents 
and aunt had been living in hiding, 
concealing their true identity for over 
40 years, hit me like a locomotive. 
The puzzles of my childhood sudden- 
ly leaped into focus and took on new 
meaning. I began to underetand who 
my parents were, and I struggled to 
come to terms with who I was. 

I recorded this process in a book 
called After Lotig Silence. I also de- 



cided (having hidden my own identi- 
ty from them for over a decade) to 
come out to my parents as a lesbian. 

I had hoped that speaking truth- 
fully would bring my family closer 
together and relieve the pressure of

living under false pretenses. I should 
have known better. My parents' need 
to remain in hiding was as strong as 
my need to come out and tell the 
truth about my identity as a Jew and 
a lesbian. Today, they seem to con- 
cede that I am a lesbian, but they still 
reject our Jewish identity. 

My own path out of the closet has 
not been entirely smooth. When I 
first discovered the truth about my 
Jewish heritage, I found that Ortho- 
dox and Conservative Jews did not 
exactly embrace me as a lesbian. 
"Let's just put that aside," a Conser- 
vative rabbi said when I told him I 
was gay. "Once you reclaim your 



Jewish identity, youH fall in love with 
a Jewish man." Judaism, he believed, 
would cure me of my homosexuality. 
At the same time, some of my gay 
and lesbian friends had little patience 
for my reluctance to come out as les- 
bian to my survivor parents. I was 
not allowed to join an organization 
called JLDHS — Jewish Lesbian 
Daughters of Holocaust Survivors, a 
member of the World Congress of 
Gay, Lesbian, and Bisexual Jewish 
Organizations — until 1992, when I fi- 
nally learned of my Jewish identity. 
Only then did I find people who un- 
derstood the complications of com- 
ing out to parents whose lives had 
been devastated by the Holocaust. 

Perhaps because of my genetic 
edacity for denial, for the first half 
of my life I was remarkably adept at 
hiding my lesbian identity from my- 
self. But I gradually went from dat- 
ing men to dating straight women — 
until finally I found myself falling for 
another self-admitted lesbian. Two 
years ago my partner and I ex- 
changed marriage vows, and today 
we are the proud parents of a dog 
and cat, who exhibit no signs of 
shame at living with lesbians. 

I'm grateful for the examples of 
others who have demonstrated that 
self-acceptance is the first step to liv- 
ing one's life fully. I'm fortunate to 
work with highly evolved individuals 
who accept and support me as a les- 
bian and a Jew — and, more recently, 
as a formerly closeted writer. I now 
work part-time as a lawyer to sup- 
port my writing habit. At tiie age of 
41, I am finally starting to feel that 
I'm able to give expression to all as- 
pects of myself — however imper- 
fectly. It's sweet. ■

Bad Druifee^ent 

Intemet maven was too quick to suggest Colorado killers were gay 



If anyone nwdod e\idenc-c that the Intemet can 
spread false rumors quickly, the massacre at 
Columbine High School in Littleton, Colo., provided 
it. Witliin hours of the start of the April 20 shooting, 
gossipmaster Matt Drudge fed the nmior mills by 
posting an item on Itis Web site tJiat suggested the two 
student shooters were gay. As proof, Dmdge cited two 
postings that he pulled off the Web. One was an America 
Online profile purjJortedly posted by one of tlie killers that 
listed his marital status as 'ToSslnG My bItCh QuEeN's 
SalAd" and included "BoYeEeeeEeeEEEEEEsss" on a list 
of occupations. Drudge's second piece of Intemet evi- 
dence was a message by "Quc'en JefT that said the shoot- 
ings were the work of "a bunch of our fellow homosexu- 
jils. . .[who] had taken enough crap from the straight 
community that had lieen abusing them and have decided 
to take matters into their own hands." 

There was just one problem with Drudge's breath- 
less — some would say inflammatory — speculation about 
Eric Harris and Dylan Klebold, the two youths who killed 
themselves after murdering 13 otliers: None of it was 



true. The two postings that Drudge relied on were bogus, 
posted as hoaxes after the shootings began. Dmdge, who 
won mainstream attention by leaking Netvsiveek's first 
story about Monica Lewinsky, said he did "nothing" to 
verily the infomiation. "1 just pulled it off AOL with my 
own eyes." Unbowed, Drudge returned to the gay angle of 
the story the next day. 

Altliough Harris and Klebold were called "gay" by some 
students, the two were apparently straight. But interviews 
with tlieir peers showed that "gay" is still an all-purpose 
slur used against anyone who is different. For students 
who are gay, the abuse can be devastating. "It can drive 
you to the point of insiuiity," one gay teen from Littleton 
told Salon magazine. "I hope that the one thing people 
learn out of this whole thing is to stop teasing people." 

Meanwhile, Dmdge sipparentJy found the ideal audi- 
ence for his gossip. The Rev. Fred Phelps, the Topeka, 
Kan., minister best known for picketing the funerals of 
gay people, considered picketing the April 25 memorial 
vigil in Littleton. His reason: The media had ignored the 
gay roots of the massacre.

HRC makes nice 
in tlie Big Appie 

In an attempt to bolster its relalioiislup with 
grassroots gay and lesbian activists, the Human 
Rights Campaign iield a roundlable April 14 in 
New York Cit>' about (he direction of HRC, the 
country's laigest gay i)olitic al orgaiuzation. 

The primary source of conl<>nlion has been 
HRC's endorsement of Simi. Allbnse D".\malo (R- 
N.Y.) in his imsuccessfiil reelection campaign 
against Rep. Charles Schumer (D-N.Y.) in the No- 
vember 1998 general election. Critics of Uie en- 
dorsement said D'Amato, who has supported gay 
rights, was ultimately beholden to the antigay 
GOP leadership. Wliile serving in the House, 
Schumer wfus considered to be a more consistent- 
ly loyal ally of gay men and lesbians. 

"People are still very ajigry about the D'Amato 
endorsement," said Bill Dobbs, a New York ac- 
tivist who attended the session. 'The event 
showed that the wounds are still deep and that 
they are not likely to close anytime soon." 

At the meeting HRC aimounced an "enhimced 
endorsement process" designed to allow more outside input in its deci- 
sion making. "We wanted to meet people eyeball to eyeball and allow 
them to vent all their concerns in a suppoitive environment," said Donna 
Reil Wing, HRC's national field diri'clor. "We want to improve our com- 
munication with activists across the country."

AIDS and audits 

AIDS service groups, watch your 
backs. Three influential antigay 
GOP House members have asked 
the U.S. General Accounting Office 
to audit nearly $9 billion in federal 
AIDS expenditures. 

"Over the past five years I have 
encountered too many instances 
where federal AIDS/HIV funds 
have been misused," said Rep. 
Tom Cobum (R-Okla.), who made 
the April 20 written request along 
with commerce committee chair- 
man Tom Bliley (R-Va.) and msyor- 
ity leader Dick Armey (R-Tex.), 
who once referred to gay represen- 
tative Barney FYank (D-Mass.) as 
Barney "Fag." 

Advocates for people with AIDS 
reacted angrily to the letter. This 
call for an audit by Congress's lead- 
ing opponents of a fair and effec- 
tive national fight is nothing less 
than a politically motivated at- 
tempt to raise doubts about the 
fight against AIDS and the conunu- 
nity-based service organizations 
leading the fight," said Daniel Zin- 
gale, executive director of AIDS 
Action, a Washington, D.C.-based 
advocacy group that represents 
3,200 AIDS organizations.

more nail in the coffin of family life," 
she said. This is the second time the 
lords have rejected the change, which 
was overwhelmingly supported by the 
House of Commons — the more pow- 
erful chamber of Britain's Parlia- 
ment — in March. But the lords can't 
permanently obstruct the biU. 

Labor officials said they would 
probably invoke the little-used Parlia- 
ment Act — created to ensure that the 
will of the country's elected lawmak- 
ers prevails — to enact the measure.

Bone marrow trans- 
plants, which can 
rechaige an inuuime sys- 
tem ravaged by cancer, 
may do no good for pa- 
tients with advanced 
breast cancer, scientists 
said April 15.

If political pundits were surprised

It's really quite simple. 1 believe every- 
one's a human being and should be 
treated with the dignity accorded to 
every human being. If we could sim- 
ply do that, we'd solve many prob- 
lems. I've had gay friends throughout 
my life and have er\joyed their friend- 
sliip very much. And I came to realize 
that everyone is human and that sexu- 
al orientation really has nothing to do 
with anything. Knowing gay people 
definitely prevents homophobia. 
Friends are friends. I had two gay 
friends in the world of wrestling that 
were together 41 years. Unfortunately, 
one of then\ passed on. But when one 
was ill, the other was never allowed 
to be by his bed in the hospital. That 
was very inhumane. It's why in my 
campaign I had the quote "Love is big- 
ger than government." 

Isn't the wrestling world you came 
from somewhat homophobic? 

Not at all. In fact, it's very much 



heterophobic. We used to have what 
we called "ring rats," female fans. 

So the wrestlers didn't like having 
women chase after them? 
They were like groupies, and they 
wouldn't leave us alone. 

Did you reach out to gays and les- 
bians in your campaign? How ac- 
tive were they? 

I don't know. To me it was never a 
prerequisite. We reached out to any- 
one and everyone who wanted to take 
part in the upset of the world. It was 
just a case of people hearing my posi- 
tion, and whether they took part or 
not was their decision, not mine. We 
didn't do outreach to any groups at 
all. Our campaign was based on no 
groups at all, only individuals. 

What are the biggest obstacles gay 
Americans face today? 

Being treated as equals. If we could 



achieve that, that in itself would be a 
victory. I don't care what people do in 
the privacy of their own home. It's 
none of my business, and it should be 
none of government's business. We 
want to get government out of peo- 
ple's private lives. My rule of govern- 
ing is that government should be there 
to help you to do whatever it is you 
can't do yourself 

As a libertarian, do you believe in 
legal protections for gay men and 
lesbians, or do you think laws don't 
necessarily mandate equality? 

There should be laws to provide 
equality. Hopefully, our constitution 
should do that. But there are times for 
whatever reason that it doesn't seem 
to totally prevail. So laws are needed 
to make sure people are treated equal- 
ly. Minnesota bans discrimination 
based on sexual orientation, and I 
support that. 

What are the positions of the Re- 
form Party vis-a-vis equal rights 
laws for gays? 

I would think it's not even in the party 
platform. What I love about the Re- 
fonn Party is that it allows you to be 
you, much more than the other parties 
do. They don't make you adapt to 
what they think you should believe. 
We have both pro-life and pro-choice 
members because we don't beheve it's 
a political issue. It's a person2il issue. 
It's whatever one person beheves in. 

Why should gays be interested in 
the Reform Party? 

We offer equality. The Reform Party 
doesn't go into personal issues to my 
knowledge at all. We stick to govern- 
ment policies. Whatever a person's 
private life, it doesn't matter at all. 

What are your views on domestic 
partnerships? 

I have no problem with them. But I 
think "partnership" is a good name for 
it. I looked up the definition of mar- 
riage in the dictionary, and it says "be- 
tween a man and a woman," so until 
they change the dictionary, I think do- 
mestic partnership is a good name. 
Miimesota doesn't provide for domes- 
tic partnerships. But if gays and les- 
bians wanted to make the conmiitment 
imder law, 1 wouldn't oppose it. But ^

Recent year-long research conducted by the National Institutes of Health (Protocol ACTG 320) 
studied over I 000 patients and confirmed results from another study. The group of patients 
receiving CRIXIVAN along with 3TC and AZT achieved a reduction in deaths and AIDS-defining 
illnesses over those taking 3TC and AZT alone. This reduction was significant enough for the 
NIH to recommend the study be stopped, so that all participants could benefit from the findings. 
Because the study was ended early, there was insufficient data to determine the statistical impact 
of CRIXIVAN on survival. 

■ CRIXIVAN in triple therapy continues to hold serum viral load down 
below the linnit of detection at the one year mark. 

In a separate, ongoing landmark study, over 90% of the 31 patients receiving CRIXIVAN, AZT, 
and 3TC reduced their HIV serum viral load below the limit of detection after 24 weeks 
(as measured by available tests; the virus may still be present in other organ systems). Importantly, 
the limited number of patients who chose to stay with the study for longer periods of time 
maintained these results through the one year mark. 

■ CRIXIVAN is generally well tolerated. 

CRIXIVAN can be taken with a light meal or on an empty stomach. There are side effects associated 
with protease inhibitors in general and CRIXIVAN in particular. Some patients treated with 
CRIXIVAN may develop kidney stones. For some, this can lead to more severe kidney problems 
including kidne/ failure. Drinking at least 6 glasses of water each day may help reduce the chance 
of forming a kidney stone. Other side effects reported include rapid breakdown of red blood 
cells and liver problems. There are some common medications and AIDS-related medications 
you should not take with CRIXIVAN. As with other protease inhibitors, severe muscle pain and 
weakness have occurred in patients also taking cholesterol lowering medicines called "statins". 
Discuss all medications you are taking or plan to take with your doctor Additionally, as with 
other protease inhibitors, increased bleeding in some patients with hemophilia and increased 
blood sugar levels or diabetes have been reported. Please read the following page for detailed 
information on side effects and dosing.

Please read this information t)etore you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescnplion. just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this infomiation does not lake the place of careful dixussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN \vhen you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor's care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus). 
HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune defk;iency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type ol HIV 

drug called a protease (PRO-tee-asel inhibitor. 

How does CmxiVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN IS a protease inhibitor that lights HIV CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting 
illnesses associated with HIV CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV m your body (called "viral 
joad*) and raise your C04 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 
CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed wtn other anti-HIV dnjgs such as ZDV (also called AZT). 3TC. ddl. ddC. or 
d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV dmgs. Talk with your doctor about how you 
should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in children and adolescents 
have not been established. 



How should I take CRIXIVAN? 
There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1 . Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed tiy your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN unless your 
doct™ tells ywi to stiip T.ike the exact amount ol CRIXIVAN ilvit yoiir doctor teds you lo take, right from the very 
slah To help make sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN. you must not skip doses or take "dnjg holidays." 
II you don't take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the adrvily of CRIXIVAN may be reduced (due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may be easier 
to remember to lake CRIXIVAN il you lake it at Ihe same time every day. II you have questions about 
when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what schedule 
works for you 

3. n you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. However. 11 you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your missed dose immediately 
Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled lime. Do not lake more or less than your prescribed 
dose of CRIXIVAN at any one lime. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such as skim or non-lal 
milk, luicc, coffee, or tea. 

5. kleally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least one hour before or two 
hours after a meal. Or you can lake CRIXIVAN with a laM meal Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with )elly. |uice. and coffee (with skiir or non-lal milk and sugar if you want) 

■ corn flakes with slgin or non-lal milk and sugar 
Do not lake CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, fat. and protein 
(for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the same time as CRIXIVAN. these loods 
can interlere with CRIXIVAN being absofUed into your bloodstream and may lessen its elfect 

6. It Is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) throughout 
the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. Having cnougli fluids in your body 
should help reduce the chances ol lotming a kidney stone Call your doctor or other health care 
provider il you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood In the urine. 

Odos CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cute lor HIV or AIDS People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV Because of this, il is very important for you to remain under the care ol a doctor. 
Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure lor HW or AIDS. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances ol getting illnesses, 
including death, associated with HIV CRIXIVAN may not have these elfects m all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk ol passing HIV lo others through sexual contact or btood 

contamination 

Who should not take CRIXIVAN? 

Do not lake CRIXIVAN il you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any ol its components 

What oOwr medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk lo your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become preonant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do not yet know how 
CRIXIVAN allects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast feeding. You should slop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor it you have; 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mikl or moderate liver disease caused by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

■ High cholesterol and you are taking cholesterol-kwering medicines called "statins." 

Tell your doctor about any medKines you are taking or plan lo lake, including non-prescnplion medicines.

Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

What are the possible side effects of CRIXIVAN? 

Like all orescriDlion drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The foltowing is not a complete list of 
side effects reported vith CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or vmth other anti-HIV daigs. Do not rely on this page 
alone lor mfornialion atx)ut side effects Yotir d<x:toi ran discuss with you a more complete list ol side effects 
Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these patients this led to 
more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at 
least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of 
forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in Ihe unne. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown ol red blood cells (hemolytk: anemia) 
which in some cases was severe Of resulted in dealh. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including Irver failure and death. Some patients 
had other illnesses or were taking other daigs. It is uncertain if CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 
Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred m patients taking protease inhibitors. In 
some ol these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused by poorly controlled blood 
sugar Some patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients 
required adjustments to their diabetes medication. Others needed nev; diabetes medication. 
In some patients vnth hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors, including CRIXIVAN, 
together v«ith some of Ihe cholesterol -lowenng medicines called "statins." Call your doctor it you devetop 
severe muscle pain or weakness. 
Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test ol liver function) have been reported in approximately 1 0% of 
patients. Usually, this linding has nol been associated with liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a 
person may develop yellowing of the skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects oocumng in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain, fatigue or weakness, flank pain, 
feeling unwell, nausea, dianhea. vomiting, acid regurgitation, kjss of appetle. dry mouth, back pain, headache, 
trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat.

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN has been marketed include: 
allergic reactions: severe skin reactions; abdominal swelling; inllammalion 
ol the kidneys; inllammation of the pancreas; increased fat appearing in 
areas such as the neck, breasts, abdomen, and back; change in skin color; 
hair loss; ingrown toenails with or without infection; crystals in the urine; 
and numbness of the mouth.

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I haven't considered doing this yet. I 
hate to say it, but I've got a lot more 
pressing things, and it hasn't been 
brought to my attention imtil now. 

What are your views on hate- 
crimes laws? 

Minnesota has them, although I op- 
pose them. I believe that crime is 
crime and labeling something a hate 
crime is politictdly nice and correct. 
But I believe strongly in simply prose- 
cuting whatever that crime is. I think 
we start sliding down a very slippery 
slope if we start trying to determine 
the mental state of someone who 
commits a crime. 

What about motivation? 

To me, the motivation is irrelevant. If 
the crime is murder, it's murder. Why 
someone is motivated to commit mur- 
der, it doesn't really enter into what 
the crime is and what the prosecution 
should be. Whether they kill you to 
take your money or because they hate 
your sexual orientation, the end result 
is still murder. 

Do you support the death penalty? 
I used to until I became governor, be- 
cause I wouldn't WEint that burden put 
on my shoulders. I wouldn't want to 
have to make the choice of whether 
one lives or dies. Fortunately, we 
don't have the death penalty in Min- 
nesota. Government shouldn't have 
the right to take a life. But life in 
prison should be life, without parole. 

Do you have an opinion on gays in 
the military? 

Who am 1 to tell someone they can or 
caimot serve their country? We are all 
members of this great United States of 
America. I couldn't care less what a 
person's sexual orientation is, and I'm 
an ex-Navy SEAL. AU I care is that the 
guy next to me can get the job done. I'd 
get rid of "don't ask, don't tell." In my 
day gay men in the military would've 
been a blessing. When I got to Subic 
Bay [in the Philippines], where there 
were 350 bars and 10,000 girls, there 
would've been less competition. 

How would you assess the social 
environment for gays in your state? 

I think, in general, it's fine. Naturally, 
you're always going to have bigots. 



You can't legislate what people think 
and do. But in general we're pretty 
fair up here. 

What is your reaction to figures 
such as Trent Lett or Reggie 
White, who said homosexuality is 
a sin and a disease? 
All the people I know that are gay and 
all scientific indicators seem to indi- 
cate very strongly that you are born 
that way, and I accept that and believe 
that science will prove me out. But 
others certainly have their beliefs, and 
it's not my job to criticize. We just dif- 
fer in our opinions. But when people 
Uke Trent and Reggie take a position 
that you make a choice, I always ask, 
"Well, when did you make yours? 
When did you choose to be hetero?" It 
really throws them ofi". 



What is your position on names 
reporting and partner notification 
for HIV? 

Minnesota requires both, and I agree. 
Our job is to protect public health, 
and people have the right to know. 
People with HIV have the right not to 
tell their partners, I guess. But their 
partners have the right to know if they 
had sexual contact with someone 
with HIV. 

There's been talk about governors 
being more in touch with the peo- 
ple than politicians in Washing- 
ton. Do you agree? 
My main fight with Washington is get- 
ting states' rights back. I don't like 
the idea that Washington seems to be 
draining the powers from individual 
states to make their own decisions 
about lifestyles and things like that. 
One of the attractive things about our 
country is that if you live in one par- 
ticular state that maybe doesn't fit 
your mode of thinking, you can 



choose from 49 others. And if the fed- 
eral government starts taking this 
power from us, well, then where do 
you go? Like states that approve 
medical marijuana but the federal 
government overrules it. I disagree 
with that. 

What about a federal gay rights bill? 

Again, I think it should be left up to 
the individual states. If you are a gay 
person in a state that doesn't provide 
for your rights, well, hopefully, there 
are other states that will. 

As a national figure, have you spo- 
ken publicly about issues concern- 
ing gays and lesbians? 

No. I speak out when I'm asked, 
that's all. As if I need to get in any 
more trouble speaking out. I'm 



always in trouble. But I will say I do 
believe in equal rights for everybody. 
If we all practiced that, we wouldn't 
have to speak out. It may sound very 
simple, but if we all did that, we'd be 
in great shape. 

What's next for Jesse Ventura on 
the national stage? 

I don't know. I'm already polling 25% 
for president, and I don't even want to 
run. It's amazing. It tells me I could 
win. I think the atmosphere is right 
out there. When I started running for 
governor, I was only polling 10%. But I 
don't think I'll run in 2000. Did you 
ever notice how the president, when 
he is elected, is virile and young? 
Then four years later he's aged 20 
years. I don't want that. I want to stay 
as young and good-looking as I am. ■

Maryland governor Parris Glendening 
pushed for a gay rights bill 
in memory of his gay brother

When Parris Glendening lost his broth- 
er Bruce to AIDS in 1992, he vowed 
that Bruce 's suffering would not be 
in vain. At the time, Glendening was 
a little-known local politician in 
Prince George's County, a Maryland 
suburb of Washington, D.C. But two 
years after his younger brother's death, Glendening was 
elected governor of the strongly Democratic state and 
began methodically mapping out plans for passage of 
the state's gay rights bill. 

The 1999 version of the legislation was defeated April 
12 — the last day of the legislative session — by a small but 
determined group of conservative lawmakers. But no 
one could accuse Glendening of acting faintheartedly on 
its behalf. The second-term governor mounted an extra- 
ordinarily personal campaign on behalf of gay rights the 
likes of which few states have ever seen. He testified be- 
fore the Maryland house judiciary committee, the only 
time during his five years in office he had done so. For 
weeks Glendening repeated his brother's tragic story in 
one-on-one sessions with lawmakers. When the bill was 
held up in a state senate conunittec after winning ap- 
proval in the lower chamber, Glendening termed its op- 
ponents "mean-spirited," "hateful," and "divisive" and 
threatened to slash state funding for their pet projects. 

In an interview with The Advocate, Glendening, who 
was reelected in November, said he had resolved to un- 
dertake a particularly aggressive gay rights campaign 
during his January swearing-in ceremony. "I regretted 
terribly that Bruce was not around to be with me at my 
last inaugural," he says. "So I vowed that this time we 
would make it a real fight. We ought to enter the next 
millennium thinking about what kind of society we want. 
We are a diverse — I believe, wonderfuUy diverse — coun- 
try. We ought to work to pull people together again." 

Bruce Glendening's story is sadly familiar to gay men 
and lesbians. Growing up in Broward County, Fla., he 
joined the Air Force and trained as a communications 
specialist, eventually serving three toiu^ of duty in Viet- 
nam. In the 1970s he served in the elite crew aboard 
Strategic Air Conunand bombers. Throughout his distin- 
guished niilitary career, he hid his sexual orientation. It 
was not until he tested HIV-positive in the late 1980s and 
left the military that his family learned he was gay. 

"As is often the case with these things, our conversa- 
tions about his personal life were not very explicit," Glen- 
dening says. "I realized he was gay, and he realized I real- 
ized it. Every so often he would introduce me to someone 
who was his good friend. Unfortunately, the most honest 
conversations did not come until he lay dying." 

Glendening says his brother suffered under the military 
ban on gay service personnel. "I remember visiting him 
once in Nebraska at the Air Command," he recalls. "He 
showed me around, and I could tell he was so proud of 
what he was doing. When he became iU we talked about 
many things for the first time. The thing that is strongest in 
my mind is that he said it was more difiicult to live his en- 
tire military career hiding his sexual orientation than it was 
to die from AIDS. That's saying a lot because he was in ^ 
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so much pain that if you touched his 
skin, he would cry out. After his death, 
that stayed with me — knowing that he 
lived much of liis life in fear. We should 
never ask anyone to live that way." 

Opponents of the bill, which would 
have outlawed discriniination based on 
sexual orientation and gender identity 
in housing, employment, and public ac- 
commodations, trotted out familiar ar- 
guments. Some said it placed an onus 
on small businesses; others charged it 
amounted to "special rights" for a 
"lifestyle choice." At least one legislator 
complained that the measure "would 
have forced schools to hire cross- 
dressers and militant homosexuals." 

"The four counties I represent don't 
want the governor to ram this gay 
rights bill down our throats," declared 
state senator Richard Colburn, a Re- 
publican from Dorchester, Md. "We 
want to be left alone." 

"I find these wild arguments outra- 
geous," replies Glendening, who signed 
a sexual orientation nondiscrimination 
ordinance while serving as county ex- 
ecutive in Prince George's County. "I 
can tell you that Western civilization 
did not collapse when the Prince 
George's bill passed. It just meant that 



people like Bruce didn't live in so 
much fear of saying who they are." 

From the governor's description of 
those opposed to his bill, the empathy 
that fuels his gay rights activism be- 
comes clear. Explaining the hundreds of 
letters and phone calls he received 
about his support for gay rights, he says, 
"The hatred that was just dripping from 
some of the letters almost makes me 
pained for the writers. I'm convinced 
that if you spend your life worrying 
about what's going on in someone else's 
bedroom, then you are not secure about 
what's going on in your own bedroom." 

In advocating for the legislation, Glen- 
dening said he was also moved by the 
slayings of Matthew Shepard, the gay 
University of Wyoming student, and 
James Byrd Jr., a black man in rural 
Texas. "When I read about that young 
man who was left to die, I felt terrible," 
he says. "In a lot of ways it was like the 
Oklahoma City bombing. In this society 
we have people who do violence for the 
craziest reasons. Leaders have a moral 
responsibility to stand up and say that vi- 
olence is not acceptable for any reasoa" 

Glendening also had a political mo- 
tive. According to polls, lesbian and gay 
voters overwhelmingly backed Glen-

dening over his Republican opponent, 
Ellen Sauerbrey, in November's elec- 
tion. Glendening, who won by a com- 
fortable ten-point margin after a relent- 
less neck-and-neck campaign, was 
fulfilling a promise to an important 
Democratic constituency. (Maryland 
would have become the 11th state to 
adopt gay rights legislation.) 

"It's probably safe to say gay voters 
provided the margin of victory," says 
Liz Seaton, executive director of the 
Free State Justice Campaign, a state- 
wide gay rights group based in Takoma 
Park, Md. "We asked him to really 
make this a priority this year, but it 
didn't take a lot of arguing. He could 
see that this was the first year when we 
had the grassroots strength to back him 
up. And because of Bruce, he took this 
very, very seriously. A lot of people in 
the state say they have never seen him 
so motivated on a legislative matter." 

Despite Glendening's obvious ardor 
for gay rights, there is at least one chink 
in his support for gay equality that even 
the most intimate connection cannot 
overcome. Asked if he approves of le- 
galizing same-sex marriage, he re- 
sponds, "I believe that marriage is be- 
tween a man and a woman." Asked if 
his brother should have been denied the 
right to marry, he pauses, sighs, and 
then repeats himself: "I believe marriage 
is between a man and a woman." Re- 
sponds Seaton: "Same-sex marriage at 
the moment is less important to us than 
antidiscrimination and hate-crimes leg- 
islation. If in ten years he still holds that 
view, it would bother me. Today, it's 
just an issue that hasn't come of age." 

Among the letters of support Glen- 
dening received during his lobbying for 
the bill was a handwritten note from 
President Clinton. Last summer Glen- 
dening made headlines for being 
among the first prominent Democrats 
to criticize Clinton for his role in the 
Monica Lewinsky sex scandal. Because 
of his support for the rights bill, howev- 
er, the president had apparently forgiv- 
en the governor. "The last line of the 
president's note said, 'Your brother 
would have been proud of you,'" Glen- 
derung reports. "That was a very kind 
thing for the president to say." As Mary- 
land's gay men and lesbians look to- 
ward tlie bill's reintroduction next year, 
that's a sentiment many of them are 
likely to share. ■

GENDER ORIENTATIt 



The debate about whether — and where— 
the transgender movement (its into the 
gay movement raises as many emotions as 
it does questions. Are the two 
movements separate? Do transgender 
activists represent a political liability lor 
gays trying to appear more mainstream? 
Or are we most effective when we all 
work togtther? Even The Advocate has not 
beei immune to the emotional turmoil 
surrounding this issue: We have had our 
share of criticism from activists 
and organizations, both gay and 
transgender, wondering why the 
magazine excludes transgendered people 
by identifying itself only as the national gay 
and lesbian newsmagazine. 

Many gays and lesbians have little 
■nderstanding of the transgender 
movement and what it means to be 
transgendered. The stories that follow 
show, through in-depth reports of 
personal experience and political 
struggle, just what it means to be 
transgendered in America today. 
Two of the features provide eloquent 
testimony about the experience of being 
transgendered, while another 
looks at one lesbian's reaction to 
discovering that a former girlfriend now 
identifies as transgendered. To help clarify 
exactly what goes on, we examine 
the medical procedures that transgedered 
people undergo — as well as their 
high costs. Additionally, we confront one 
particularly tragic issue that links gay and 
transgendered individuals — violence, 
finally, to put everything in perspective, 
we provide a glossary that covers the 
spectrum of sexuality and suggests that 
sexual and gender roles may be more fluid 
than we ever imagined.

.My life is hU^G^ says actress Alexandra 
Billings. "The whole gender issue is so meshed. It's all 
about a third sex. It's all about this other entity that we 
don't understand and we can't put a label on. That's what 
1 ain. You can call me transgender, you can call me a 
lesbian, you can call me a woman, you can call me a man. 
I'm all of those things and none of them." 

Billiiigs, 37, is \isitiiig Los Aiigeles just a week before reheai-saLs begin in Cliicago on 
Just Say No, the Lany Ki iuner play in wliich she'll stai' as a Nancy Reagan-like fii'st 
lady [see stoiy on page 38]. Having diimer at Hollywood's liistoric Roosevelt Hotel, 
Billings is relaxed and looking stylish, even in jeans and a blouse. Her haii' is pulled 
back into a ponytail, and her hands ai e noticeably elegiint, soft and slender — the kind 
that could sell dish soap ii she ever decides to make the leap fioni stage to siniill screen. 

"Sexuality and gender is all about perception," she says. "It's all about how you per- 
ceive who you ai e. I had been di essing as a woman at home since I was 4 or 5 years old. 
Tliere was sometliing instinctual in me that kept it liidden from the rest of the world." ► 
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A familiar face in the Windy City as an 
actress and a nightclub singer, Billings is 
in fact a Southern California native. 
Then a little boy named Scott, Billings 
moved to the Midwest at age 9 or 10. 
Scott tried gamely to be the boy his par- 
ents thought they were raising, Billings 
recalls, but was never very good at it. 

While in high school in the Chicago 
area, Scott told his mother he thought he 
was gay. Indeed, the beginning of Bill- 
ings's recognition of her transgender 
identity is a lesson in the importance of 
visibility. "1 never knew there were peo- 
ple like me in the worid," she says. "When 
I was 18, 1 got myself an apartment and 
was waiting tables. I saw this TV show 
with a female inpersonator named Chili 
Pepper. She was so content about who 
she was; there was a real peace. And 111 
never forget this: 1 sat there and cried be- 
cause 1 thought, / don't have to do this 
bdiind dosed doors — she's on TV! 

"That's why I like to talk about it," she 
says, "because I know there are other 
people out there, men and women, who 
are thinking, Fm the only one." 

Although Billings began working as a 
female impersonator in her early 20s — 
even alongside Chili Pepper — she re- 
mained biologically male. The process 
of realizing that her own identity was fe- 
male and always had been took years. 
But she never "made the decision" to be- 
come female. For a transgender person, 
"the decision was n\ade when you were 
bom," she emphasizes. 

"I've had gobs of surgery, tons of it," 
Billings says of the series of medical pro- 
cedures she began in her late 20s. "But 
I'm not defined by what happened to me 
surgically. I didn't say to myself, OK, 
now I'm going to be a woman. Notv I 
have to act this ivay or sit this way. I 
had all those things in me." 

Overcoming people's misconceptions 
is an ongoing struggle, she says. She re- 
calls one audition in which "they didn't 
look at me once as I was singing and doing 
my monologue. They didn't ask for my pic- 
ture, didiVt say, Thank you,' 'Good morn- 
ing,' nodiing." Behind her back the direc- 
tor called her appearance "a sick joke." 

On the other hand. Billings has been 
welcomed several times into the es- 
teemed Steppenwolf and Court theaters. 
For a Steppenwolf play called Time to 
Bum, she was originally cast as a trans- 
vestite, but she pointed out that she 
couldn't do the play's shower scene. ^

Greg Louganis and Alexandra Billings 
are all over each other. And 
they've just met. Emanating the 
star wanage ol Tom and Nicole, the act- 
ing duo are jesting their way through a 
Los Angeles photo shoot to promote 
their starring roles in the Ballh/vick The- 
atre staging ot Larry Kramer's Just Say 
Ato; a play that takes on the ADS-Ubid- 
ness of President Reagan's America. ITs 
also a tull-on bedroom farce, complete 
with slamming doors, musteal beds, and 
a cast ol oddly lamiliar characters. As 
Junior and Mrs. Potentate, rtding family 
of a country caled New (U)lunibla, 
Louganis jetes across the stage hi noth- 
ing but a towel In search of gay sex and 
a ballet career while Billings plays a 
Lady Macbeth in heat, hell-bent on de- 
stroying a sex-orgy video threatening 
Mr. Potentate's hope of reelection. 

"And everything in the play is true!" 
exclaims Kramer, on the telephone from 
his East Coast home. "I'm printing a list 
of all my sources in the program. Peo- 
ple can verify the research." 



Billings, a glamorous and bawdy 
brunet throwback to an earlier era ot 
theatrical divas, elaborates. "Unlike 
other farces where you just enjoy the 
high jinks and near misses, you can't 
turn your brain oft. As you're laughing 
you can't help seeing AIDS in a different 
light. At the reading last year, I never 
heard an audience laugh Kke that be- 
fore, but during the last monologue 
there was dead silence. People got 
much more than they bargained for." 

Ttnt may hoM true especialy for the 
plays stars. WNte both have met suc- 
cess onstage— louganis ii New York 
City productions of Jle/lflrvy and The Only 
TImgWorse YouCoMHave ToldMe... 
and BHngs In crtttoaly acclaimed Chwa- 
go productions, tackling everything 
from Brecht to roles such as Gertrude 
Stein and Cruella De Vil— the actors are 
making their debuts in a politcai hot 
potato(e). Washington wags certainly 
remember the Reagan crowd's ruthless 
damage control after the 1988 puUtoa- 
tion of Vicki: The True Story ot VkM ► 
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"I said, 'I'm not built like a boy. In fact, if 
you call this character a transvestite, po- 
litically, I can't do that because you're 
sending the wrong message to people.' I 
wanted to do the scene, so they changed 
the role to a transsexual." 

Billings also feels strongly about the 
political message of Just Say No. "What's 
important is that we don't consider the 
war against AIDS over, because it's not," 
she says. "Having been infected [with 
UN] for 13 years, I know what I've had to 
go through. All my friends are dead, and 
Fm not even 40 years old. Had [the Rea- 
gans] not ignored [the epidemic], we'd be 
ten years ahead of where we are now." 

But Billings's powerful political con- 
victions do not include the need to pin 
down her own sexual orientation. While 
still a teenager named Scott who thought 
he might be gay, Billings met and began 
dating Chrisanne Blankenship. After high 
school they remained friends and dated 
other people, and Blankenship saw 
Billings through her physical traiKforma- 
tion. They gradually came to realize the 
^ecialness of their relationship and be- 
came committed partners. Three years 
ago the couple had a commitment cere- 
mony. Are they lesbians? Does the fact 
that Billings once dated men make her 
bisexual? "Sure, whatever," she says. 

What matters to her is that she and 
Chrisanne have a "very normal" mar- 
riage; they love to stay home and watch 
movies. "I believe in divine providence. 
Chrisanne and I came together for a pur- 
pose — to complete each other. She's 
fimnj^ she's the most intelligent person I 
know. I couldn't live without her." 

As for other family. Billings has a 
good relationship with her father, who 
recently told her that although he 
doesn't understand Billings's life, he can 
see that she is happy. And before her 
death, Billings's mother came around as 
well, sending her sweaters and jewelry 
for Christmas. "Tm living my life the way 
I want, and Fm really very hzqipy doing 
it," Billings says. "That's what's impor- 
tant, not that you understand my trans- 
sexualism or my relationship or any of 
my life's choices. If people see me and 
see how happy I am, I think that's really 
all that's important. Don't you?" ■

im^an and Alfreil Bloomingdale and the 
Attar TIal Shook the Highest Levels ol 
Goverment and Society (SL Martin's 
Press), which alleged the existence of a 
videotaped orgy Involving Reagan admin- 
istration afficials— much like the video 
over which Kramer's crowd of nymphos, 
leather fetishists, and doset cases bed 
and betray one another. 

Just Say l\lo was slammed by critics 
after a 1988 New York production, and 
Kramer had no intention of revisiting the 
play until he went to Chicago last July to 
attend the Bailiwick's one-night-only ben- 
efit reading, starring BWngs. "She was 
an apparition, a force of nature, " he en- 
thuses. "When you see a great talent fke 
that performing your work, you think, 
Hey, I want more. At the time I ildn't 
know she was transsexual." 

The star resists being seen as a 
"transsexual actress," but she needn't 
worry, having earned both awards and 
respect since her professional deimt 11 
years ago. "Alexandra is one of the most 
extraordinary talents I have ever come 
across," says Kramer, author of Tlx 
IVormat Heart ani screenwriter of 
l/l/om&t in Love. "And you're tafting to 
the man who helped make Glenda Jack- 
son a star." Laughing at ttie compflment 
BMmgs says only, "This kind of thing 
conies along rarely in a career." 

For his part, Louganis is easygoing. 
"The reason I wanted to do Just Say IVo 
was one part Larry, one part timing," he 
observes casually while his Jack Russell 
and Border terriers wander across the 
table during lunch at the shoot. 



In front of the camera and lace-to- 
face, the stars couldn't be more differ- 
ent. While Billings is gregarious and en- 
gages with everyone from the makeup 
guy to the cook, Louganis is initially 
reserved, offering a shy smile and one- 
word answers. Their approaches to 
stage work are also worlds apart. 
Louganis admits he doesn't do "a whole 
lot of research" on his roles, while 
Billings frets over her tendency to 
"overresearch and really go way too 
far in my head." 

But both say they immeittately fell in 
love with the play that all now agree 
was a little ahead of its time. Eleven 
years after the play's debut, the nation 
no longer blushes over White House sex 
or blusters about gay public figures. The 
current production remains essentially 
unchanged, with all the sexual kinks, 
orgies, and hypocrisy ol power players 
who resemble Ed Koch, Alfred Btoomina- 
dale, and Nancy Reagan herself laid out 
in explicit, exquisite detail. 

"I have no doulit whatsoever that 
AIDS was allowed to happen because of 
sexual secrets," Kramer says. "More 
historic decisions have been made be- 
cause of whaTs going on in the bedroom 
than whars happening in the Oval Office. " 

Poiticai gossip, ADS activism, and 
bedroom farce have a lot In common. In 
all three, no scandal is alhiwed to ile, no 
secret remains unspoken, and the trans- 
sexuals get all the best lines. ■

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I suppose I have told the same old story countless times 
now. I mean, every transsexual man Fve ever met tells 
the same stoiy: "I never felt like a girl; I played with 
boys' toys and liked boys' games, etc." Then a rehash 
about pubescent anxiety, how your body betrays you 
and you begin to develop very clever coping mechanisms to 
manage the stress. like bad posture to hide your budding 
breasts and big boots and baggy shirts — ajid lesbianism, if 
you're lucky. 

That was my story, anyway. I figured out early on tliat 1 
had somehow gotten a square peg, and I wasn't too happy 
about it. Right from the start this skin of mine just didn't fit. 
Maybe it was because Mom was going through a divorce 
when she carried me in her womb. Maybe she was having 
some survival issues, causing her to put me awash in 
testosterone. 

Or maybe it was those G.I. Joes I played with. Did you 
ever have one? They had the best uniforms. Lots of outfits to 
choose from — ^and boots, don't forget the boots. Big guns 
£ind grenades and cool scars. (Scars. I see a real early influ- 
ence here.) Or it could be that I noticed I always got KP duty 
and was never promoted above the rank of private when I 
played Army with the boys on my block. Girls were never al- 
lowed to go into combat. 

I don't really know what felt so out of whack, and I 
don't think I really care. I guess there are as many rea- 
sons why a transsexual is transsexual as there are people 



in the world. All that matters is that it's my body and 1 
can do what I want with it. 

It's too bad that my days in Lesbiana had to come to an 
end. After about ten years of Butch Camp, I graduated to Boy 
World, big time. All of a sudden, one year I woke up and real- 
ized that the boobs had to go. What's more, I wanted a beard 
too. And a nice, hard, lean body to go with it. A penis? I 
would settle for an oversize clitoris; it was cheaper, and it 
works better. 

I guess that meant I wanted to be a man. But that felt so 
alien in the beginning of my change. I was still very social- 
ized as Butch Lesbian. (That isn't the same as Female. Do ya 
get it?) I felt like a boy in the first few years, and I looked like 
one too: lots of pimples and a breaking voice, a bad temper 
and a randy disposition. I remember one occasion when I 
was shopping for clothes with my giiifriend Isabella. She was 
High Femme (I was still into fenmies in those days), a few 
inches taller, and a little older than I was. We were in the 
boys' clothing department at Macy's, which was the only 
place I could find shirts to fit me. (Besides, I was in my sec- 
ond adolescence.) The salesperson looked at Isabella and 
then at me and said, "Oh, is that your son?" I was mortified. I 
was 29 years old; Isabella was 36. People used to thirJc she 
was some kind of pervert or something. She was a real 
trooper, stayed with me through teenage zits, disapproving 
lesbians, and hetero assumptions. Life was pretty weird in 
those first years of transition, but it was exciting as well. ^ 
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It was then that I picked up a camera 
for the first time. Around '93, 1 guess. I 
was taking really bad snapshots of my- 
self to send to friends and family. You 
know, the kind that are sort of out of 
focus and lop off the top of your head 
because you're holding the camera at 
arms length. I really got it that visuals 
were essential to help the folks back 
home keep up with me as I went 
through this strange body transforma- 
tion, this chemical and surgical reinven- 
tion of self. That's when 1 realized that 
visuals were useful in helping every- 
body else understand it too. 

I knew I had to photograph us. 
Transsexuals, I mean. Us — that's what 
was new and different about the idea 
I was going to be a photographer who 
was like them. I believed that we 
needed that, to see images of our- 
selves by one of us whose eye through 
the lens looked for a reflection. Self- 
portraiture. An eye that didn't see any- 
thing odd or freakish. An eye that 
looked for beauty. 

I began meeting more transsexual 
people, listening to their stories of 
change, and I started taking their pic- 
tures. I took more photos of myself 
and watched eagerly as the hormones, 
body building, and chest surgery 
sculpted my female form more and 
more into a male one. I was proud of 
what I saw, in me and in them. We all 
had one thing in common, if nothing 
else: We were hell-bent on becoming 
the people we believed ourselves to be. 
We had to; we didn't feel it was a mat- 
ter of choice. 

By 1996 my book Body Alchemy was 
published. It's a collection of pho- 
tographs that will show you just about 
everything you ever wanted to know 
about female-to-male bodies and is 
chock-full of proud, handsome trans 
men. I have tried to represent some 
measure of my community in an effort 
to provide bolstering and informative 
images with text for both trans and 
nontrans readers. I feel it has been a 
needed contribution in a new wave of 
transsexual activism, very much a part 
of a burgeoning movement that began 
about the time I was figuring out what 
an f-stop was. 

Finally, nearly 12 years later, I am 
feeling just fine. I look in the mirror, 
and 1 see the man I've worked so hard 
to grow up to be. My body has that 
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muscular and hard build like those 
comic book heroes that I always want- 
ed to look like. (Well, maybe not quite 
as big, especially in the crotch. Did 
you ever notice how big they look in 
those tights?) My beard, at long last, 
has filled in, while my head begins to 
bald, and my photography career goes 
skipping down its path. I've got a deli- 
cious pup of a girlfriend (partner) 
who, ironically (or maybe not so ironi- 
cally), is a very handsome butch, in- 
deed. Everybody thinks that Stephanie 
is my son — or my boy — and that I am 
some kind of old pervert queer. I tell 
you, being a man can be a very confiis- 
ing thing sometimes. ■

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was more male than female." 

Although bom with a female anato- 
my, Green felt like a man. In 1988 he 
began medical treatment to transition 
from female to male. Today the 50-year- 
old writer is president of the San Fran- 
cisco-based organization Female-to- 
Male International. "My orientation is 
still toward women, so today I'm het- 



erosexual," he says. "But I still consider 
myself part of the queer community." 

However, many gay men and les- 
bians don't consider Green and others 
like him, referred to as transgendered, 
or transsexual, to be part of their politi- 
cal and social movement. Those skep- 
tics look on transgendered people as 
part of the fringe, oddities who are a po- 



tential embarrassment to the push for 
mainstream acceptance. Only in the 
past few years have transgendered peo- 
ple begun wirming acceptance as part of 
a larger alliance of gays, lesbians, and 
btsexuals. And while many gay and les- 
bian political organizations on both the 
local and national levels now officially 
recognize transgendered people in ► 



HOMOSEXUAL: A person who is sexually 
attracted to people of the same sex. 



Delininons are supposed to make meanings clearer, but in the realm of sex, deloih 
tions often underscore just how inadequate words are. What is the sexual orien- 
tation of a transsexual? How fixed are our views of gender identity? It anything, 
the words and their definitions are the jumping-otf point tor a discussion about our 
assumptions of how we see ourselves. The following glossary, based on information 
from GenderPAC and other sources, lists in alphabetical order the most commonly 
used terms about sexual identity, especially as they relate to transgendered people. 



BISEXUAL: A person who is capable of 
being sexuaRy attracted to people of 
either gender. Bisexuals may be improp- 
erly categorized by other people as gay 
or heterosexual, depending upon whom 
they might be sexualy involved with at 
any given time. 

CROSS-DMSSBf: The preferred term for 
men who enjoy or prefer women's cloth- 
ing and social roles. Contrary to popular 
belief, the overwhelming majority of male 
cross-dressers identify as straight and 
often are married. 

DRAG: Refers to the adoption of clothing 
and roles of the opposite sex by individu- 
als tor play, entertainment, or eroticism. 
Originally used to refer only to "drag 
queens," gay men who dress as women 
and who are distinct from cross- 
dressers. Lately there has been an enor- 
mous growth— in number and populari- 
ty— of "drag kings" among lesbians. 

GAY: Used to descrBie inifividuals who are 
sexualy attracted to people of the same 
sex. While the term usually connotes men, 
the term gays, or gay people, often refers 
to both gay men and lesbians. 

Wtm EXf>RESSI0ni: A person's expres- 
sion of masculinity or femininity. For 



many, sexual orientation is subsumed 
within gender as part of their expression 
of maieness or femalmess. Thus, many 
people believe that sleeping with men is 
considered an expression of femininity, no 
matter which sex engages in the behavior. 

GBWB) IDENTITY: A psychological term re- 
ferring to one's "core" sense of maieness 
or femaleness. When used for legal pur- 
poses, the term is most often used in con- 
nection with h'ansgendered people and is 
commonly considered to exclude those 
who do drag or cross-dress. 

GENDB< QUQR: A controversial term 
describing anyone considered "queer" 
because of how he or she expresses sex- 
uality or gender. 

HERMAPHRODITE, flVTERSEX: Refers to peo- 
ple born with genitals that are neither 
completely male nor female. According to 
the intersex Society of North America, a 
group fighting for intersex concerns, ap- 
proximately one in every 2,000 newborns 
is intersexual. Many will suffer cosmetic 
surgery to "correcr' their genitals, 
often resufting in a profound and perma- 
nent loss of erotic genital sensation. 

HETGROSEXUAL: A person who is sexually 
attracted to people of the opposite sex. 



LESBIAN: A woman who is sexually 
attracted to other women. 

SEXUAL GRIENTATIOM: Describes the 
emotional or sexual attraction of one 
individual to a particular gender. The 
reason for a given indwidual's orientation 
is not well understood, but many scien- 
tists believe biology plays a key role. For 
transsexuals, the description 
of orientation may change. Someone 
who preferred men as a man would be 
described as homosexual; as a woman, 
the same person would be described as 
heterosexual. 

TRANSGENDER: Originally used to refer to 
individuals who lived hi another gender 
but did not desire surgery, the term is 
now used interchangeably with transsex- 
lal, though transgender Is preferred by 
many because of its allusion to gender 
identity. Some activists use the term to 
refer to anyone who transgresses soci- 
etal norms of sex and gender. 

TRANSSEXUAL: A medical term coined in 
the 1950s to refer to individuals who de- 
sire not only to live in another gender but 
also to change their bodies through 
surgery to reflect that gender. Not all 
transsexuals can have or desire complete 
genital surgery. Despite popular belief 
that male-to-fema)e transsexuals outnum- 
ber their female-to-male counterparts, 
about 50% of transsexuals identify as 
male, and 50% as female. 

TRAIMSVESTITE: A medical term used to 
describe men who wear women's cloth- 
ing. Few people still use the term, which 
has been mostly replaced by cmss- 
ib'esser.

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their iiTission statements, an often-divi- 
sive debate continues around the ques- 
tion of how closely connected the gay 
and lesbian movement and the trans- 
gender movement are and should be. 

Resistance comes from both sides. 
"There are a lot of people in my situa- 
tion — heterosexual men — who are ve- 
hemently opposed to being associated 
with queers," Green says. 

"There are some transgendered peo- 
ple with homophobia," agrees Sharon 
Stuart, executive director of the Trans- 
gender Law Conference, an organiza- 
tion that helps transsexuals locate legal 
resources. For exEimple, Stuart says, 
many cross-dressers — men who wear 
women's clothes but are heterosexu- 
al — resent being confused with drag 
queens, who aie gay men who dress in 
women's clothes. 

Still, most transgender leaders insist 
the opposition to a imited gay, lesbian, 
bisexual, and transgender movement 
comes ftxjm gay men and lesbians. 

"A significant number of gays and 
lesbians haven't resolved their own 
phobias around gender and appear- 
ance, and they're the ones most likely 
to object" to including transsexuals, 
says Nancy Nangeroni, a transgender 
activist who hosts GenderTalk, a radio 
show on WMBR in Cambridge, Mass. 

Even the gay leaders who make dis- 
tinctions between the gay riglits move- 
ment and the transgender rights move- 
ment concede that the hesitancy to link 
the groups comes most strongly from 
gay men and lesbians. 

"I'd say if a transgendered person 
doesn't have a gay orientation, he or she 
Ls not part of the gay movement," says 
Rich Tafel, executive director of the Log 
Cabin Republicans, a national gay politi- 
cal group. "Adding transgendered peo- 
ple to a mission means arguing for a 
group of heterosexual people too, and 
that is a broader coalition of people." 

But, Tafel admits, much of the dis- 
crinunation against transgendered peo- 




pie exhibited by gays and lesbians is 
based on fear, not philosophy. "Frankly, 
to a lot of gay men, transgendered peo- 
ple are an embarrassment. The unspo- 
ken attitude is, Let's keep them in the 
closet They're freaks and they hurt us." 

Tcifel condemns that attitude, calling 
it "little more than internalized homo- 
phobia." He believes that transgen- 
dered people are more likely to be vic- 
tims of discrimination and violence 
than lesbians or gay men because they 
are less likely to meld into mainstream 
society. He says the key to cooperation 
between gays and lesbians and trans- 
sexuals is "being honest and clear 
about who everyone is. The transgen- 
der issue confuses a lot of people, gay 
and straight. A lot of the opposition in 
the gay community is based on the fear 
that others will think the transgendered 
are just gay people with sex-change 
operations." 

But some transgender activists say 
that making distinctions about experi- 
ences and political goals is what sepa- 
rates transgendered people from gays 
and lesbians in the first place. Simply 
asking whether transsexuals should be 
part of the gay rights movement shows 
the arrogance of a movement that is 
too politically narrow, says Riki 
Wilchins, executive director of the gen- 
der education and advocacy group 
GenderPAC. ^ 
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"Gayness used to be about both orien- 
tation and gender," Wilchins says. But 
then, she charges, some gays and lesbians 
staked out what has proved to be a suc- 
cessful, if divisive, public relations strate- 
gy in winning support fix)m heterosexu- 
als: "We look like you. We act like you. 
We're just like yoa Give us our rights." 



When this happened, Wilchins says, 
"the movement was hijacked. Now, 
we're just trying to reintegrate the 
movement again. It has left out gender 
queers because, let's face it, we're not 
like everybody else. We were the flam- 
boyant, visible ones, so we got sacri- 
ficed for political expediency. You can 
sell Ellen DeGeneres on Capitol Hill. 
You can't sell RuPaul." 

Nothing epitomizes the rift between 
the gay and lesbian movement and the 
transgendered more than the attempt to 
draft and pass the federal Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act. As currently 
written, ENDA, if passed, would offer 
federal protection against employment 



discrimination for gays, lesbians, and bi- 
sexuals. Transsexuals are not included 
in the bill. 

Transgender activists uniformly con- 
demn the exclusion from ENDA. They 
charge that gay and lesbian leaders and 
organizations, particularly Democratic 
congressman Barney FYank of Massa- 
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chusetts and the Human Rights Cam- 
paign, a Washington, D.C. -based gay 
lobbying group, fought hard to keep 
transgendered people out of ENDA be- 
cause they believed it would ease the 
political struggle to pass it. 

Frank and HRC deny it was a matter 
of political self-interest. "I am not for 
including transgender in ENDA be- 
cause (the transgendered population's] 
issues couldn't be addressed in this" 
bill, Frank says. He dismisses the no- 
tion of political embarrassment and 
points to his support of including 
transgendered people in federal hate- 
crimes legislation. "It's not about who 
is being covered, it's about what activi- 



ty is being covered. Transgendered 
people want a law that mandates a per- 
son with a penis be allowed to shower 
with women. They can't get that in 
ENDA. They may need separate laws." 
Frank says there are real issues for 
businesses where employees must 
share dorms, showers, and bathrooms. 
He believes some transgendered peo- 
ple wiU get protection from ENDA but 
acknowledges it does not offer blanket 
coverage. 

"Every civil rights legislation ever 
passed was partial," he says. "The no- 
tion [that] you shouldn't do anything 
until you can do everything is a notion 
for doing nothing. It's not immoral to 
take the gains where you can get them." 

And Donna Red Wing, national field 
director at HRC — a group whose fund- 
rEiisers have been protested by trans- 
gender activists in the past — denies her 
organization would ever adopt an "us 
versus them" approach to transsexuals. 
"It's dangerous to separate ourselves 
from transgendered people in order to 
be more palatable to the mainstream," 
she says. "And it's crazy to pretend that 
those who would discriminate against 
the transgendered wouldn't discrimi- 
nate against us." 

But she also says ENDA will move 
forward as written, without including 
the transgendered. The claim that trans- 
sexuals have been politically sacrificed 
"is an easy out," she says. "The gay and 
lesbian community has worked Con- 
gress for 25 years. The transgendered 
community has just started to lobby 
Congress in the past five years. Con- 
gress doesn't have any real understand- 
ing of the transgendered community. 
The real work is ahead of them." 

Not all gay activists hold this view. "It 
is not just up to transgendered people 
to do the legwork" on educating Con- 
gress and the public, says Kerry Lobel, 
executive director of the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force, a political 
group. In 1996 the task force became 
the first national gay and lesbian organi- 
zation to incorporate transgendered 
people into its mission statement. 
"NGLTF believes there is one move- 
ment, the GLBT movement," Lobel says. 
Therefore, she says, the organization 
cannot support ENDA without trans- 
sexual inclusion. "You can't leave some

In order to take Ziagen safely, you should read all of ttie infonnation 
in this Medication Guide each time you fill your prescription for Ziagen. 



WhatisZiaaen? 

Ziagen is a medication used to treat HIV infection. Ziagen is taken 
by mouth as a tablet or a strawberry-banana flavored liquid. It 
belongs to a class of anti-HIV medicines called nucleoside analogue 
reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NRTIs). Ziagen is only proven to 
work when taken in combination with other anti-HIV medications. 
When used in combination with these other medications, 
Ziagen helps lower the amount of HIV found in your blood and keep 
your immune system as healthy as possible so that it can 
help fight infection. However, Ziagen does not have these effects 
in all patients. 

Ziagen does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At this time, there is no 
evidence that Ziagen will help you live longer or have fewer of the 
medical problems that are associated with HIV infection or AIDS. 
Because of this, you must be sure to be seen regularly by your 
health care provider. 

Who should not take Ziagen? 

Do not take Ziagen if you have ever had a hypersensitivity reaction (a 
serious allergic reaction) to Ziagen. In such cases, you should return 
all of your unused Ziagen to your doctor or pharmacist for proper 
disposal. 

How should I take Ziagen? 

Take Ziagen exactly as your doctor prescribes it. 

Tlie usual dosage for adults (at least 16 years of age) is one 

300-mg tablet twice a day. 



Adolescents and children from 3 months to 16 years of age 
can also take Ziagen^"^ (abacavir sulfate) Tablets and Oral Solution. 
Your doctor will tell you if the oral solution or tablet is best for 
your child. 

Also, your child's doctor will decide the right dose based on your 
child's weight and age. Ziagen has not been studied in children under 
3 months of age. 

Ziagen can be taken with food or on an empty stomach. 

To help make sure that your anti-HIV therapy is as effective as it can 

be, be very careful to take all of your medication exactly as your 

doctor prescribed it and do not skip any doses. 

If you miss a dose of Ziagen, take the missed dose immediately. Then, 

take the next dose at the regularty scheduled time. 

When your supply of Ziagen and other anti-HIV drugs starts to run 

low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. It is very important 

that you take anti-HIV drugs as prescribed by your doctor because 

the amount of virus in your blood may increase if one or more of 

the drugs is stopped, even for a short time. 

What should I avoid while taking Ziag en? 

Ziagen has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to 
others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Continue 
to practice safe sex while using Ziagen. Do not use or share 
dirty needles. 

Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant 
while taking Ziagen. Ziagen has not been studied in pregnant 
women and the risk to the unborn child is not known. 
Mothers with HIV should not breastfeed their infants because HIV 
in the breast milk can be passed to the infant. 

What are the possible or reasonably likely side effects of Hagen? 

Some people have had a hypersensitivity reaction (a serious allergic 
reaction) to Ziagen, which can be fatal. Instructions on how to 
recognize a possible reaction, as well as what to do if such a reaction 
is suspected, are discussed in the section "What is the most 
important information I should know about Ziagen?" 

The class of medicines to which Ziagen belongs (NRTIs) can cause 
a condition called lactic acidosis, together with an enlarged liver. In 
some cases, this condition can be fatal. Women are more likely 
than men to experience this rare but serious side effect. 
Ziagen can cause other side effects. In studies, the most common 
side effects with Ziagen were nausea, vomiting, malaise or fatigue, 
headache, diarrhea, and loss of appetite. Most of these side effects 
did not cause people to stop taking Ziagen. This listing of side 
effects is not complete. Your doctor or pharmacist can discuss 
with you a more complete list of side effects with Ziagen. Talk to 
your doctor promptly about any side effects you have. 
Medicines are sometimes prescribed for purposes other than 
those listed in a Medication Guide. Ask a health care professional 
about any concerns about Ziagen. Professional labeling is available 
to your doctor and other health care professionals.

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What is the most important information I should know about

COMBIVIR Is the brand name of a tablet that combines

HIV (human immunodeficiency virus). HIV is the virus that 
causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). 



COMBIVIR is a combination of lamivudine (la-MIV-u-deen) and zidovudine 
(zF-DOHV-u-deen), two medicines (nucleoside analogues) that slow down 
the replication of the HIV virus. This can reduce the virus' ability to infect 
new cells. It may help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called "viral 
load') and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. Lamivudine plus zidovudine when 
used together can have stronger (synergistic) effects against the virus. 
COMBIVIR is a convenient way of taking lamivudine and zidovudine. 
COMBIVIR should usually be taicen with other anti-HIV therapy.

Yes, taking one (X)MBiViR Tablet twice a day is the same as taking one

Does COMBIVIR reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

No, COMBIVIR, as well as other HIV medications, has not been shown 
to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 

contamination. 

Who should not take COMBIVIR? 

You should not take COMBIVIR if you have had a serious allergic reaction 

to either lamivudine or zidovudine. 

Do not take COMBIVIR at the same time as EPIVIR or RETROVIR because 
they also contain lamivudine and zMovudine. 

Individual dosing with EPIVIR plus RETROVIR, rather than COMBIVIR, 
should be considered for; 

■ A child under 1 2 years of age. 

■ A patient who weighs less than 110 pounds. 

■ Anyone who requires dosage adjustments due to drug side effects or poor 
kidney functton.

In dinicai studies of lamivudine plus zidovudine, side effects occurring 
in 5% or more of patients included: muscle and joint pain, headache, 
nausea, weakness and fatigue, nasal symptoms, cough, diarrhea, 
nausea and vomiting, neuropathy, trouble sleeping, fever or chiHs, \oss of 
appetite, dizziness, abdominal pain or cramps, depression, skin rashes, and 
indigestion.

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Transgender activists scoff at the ar- 
guments against including them in 
ENDA and say it is typical of the politi- 
cal segregation they experience from 
gays and lesbians. 

"When the bathroom argument was 
raised in the fight over gays in tlte mili- 
tary, Barney [Frank] courageously de- 
nounced it as a red herring," Wilchins 
says. "Now he's using the same argu- 
ment against the most vulnerable peo- 
ple in the movement." (Wilchins's 
group, GenderPAC, is plamung to hold 
its fourth annual lobby effort in Wash- 
ington, D.C., May 23-25, to urge repre- 
sentatives to include transgendered 
people in ENDA and the Hate Crimes 
Prevention Act.) 

Activists say that on the local level 
the issue of bathrooms and showers can 
be easily negotiated by including lan- 
guage that calls on businesses to offer 
"reasonable accommodation." "Tliere 
are so many ways to work around this," 
says Phyllis Randolph Frye, an attorney 
and transgender activist in Texas. Preju- 
dice, not practicality, is the real obstacle, 
she insists. "It is a choice between politi- 
cal opportunism and inclusion, and 
ENDA is the litmus test." 

But beyond political strategizing, 
transgendered people argue there is a 
deeper philosophical basis for inclu- 
sion: Gay men, lesbians, bisexuals, and 
transgendered people are essentially 
figliting tlie same battles against preju- 
dice. This bond should be stronger than 
any difference that might separate 
members of tlie various groups. 

"No one is saying that transgendered 
equals gay equals lesbian equals bisexu- 
al," Stuart says. "We all have our distinct 
identities, our distinct concerns. But 
what we share is more important than 
our differences, and that's what the 
larger political movement should be 
built upon." 

As a former lesbian. Green says his 
years of battling discrimination with dif- 
ferent identities has taught him that "we 
are all vilified in similar ways by the non- 
queer world. Those who hate us don't 
draw distinctions. Their venom is direct- 
ed against all of us. I don't think we have 
any choice but to stick together. "■

or at least my perspective on her deci- 
sion — on two conditions: One is that I don't 
use her real name (neither the old one nor 
the new one), and the other is that I refer 
to her as he. He. There it is. This marks 
the first time i have used it. It feels weird. 

My first thought when he told me was. 
Oh, no, I shouldn't have moved amy. He 
got really lonely. What I said out loud was, 
"Do you think you'd be doing this it you had 
a girlfriend right now?" He said having a 
girlfriend would just be an excuse to post- 
pone it. I thought, This is a person who got 
nine tattoos when he was young and now 
hates them. But I didn't say it out loud. It 
was the beginning of my understanding 
how to be a useful person to him; the fact 
ttiat he was telling me did not mean he 
wanted to be talked out of it. On the con- 
trary, the fact that he was telling me 
meant that it was really happening. I took a 
deep breath: "Does this make me a tranny 
chaser?" He laughed for the first time In 
our conversation. 

A long time ago, when I first started 
dating him, I told him that I thought his 
given name, a distinctly feminine one, didn't 
suit him. He vuholeheartedly agreed. We 
brainstormed on guys' names for a while, 
one of which eventually stuck, but here I 
will call him Chad because that was the su- 



able and said no in such a way that made 
me realize that this was someone who felt 
truly in between and that I should tread 
lightly. In fact, all of the significant rela- 
tionships in my life have been with women 
who wear men's underwear and are mis- 
taken for 13-year-old boys. The fact that 
one has decided to become a man rever- 
berates back to my gender identity, and 
one of my first thoughts Is, selfishly. What 
does that make me? 

I have to start to answer this question 
by searching lor any signs of gender dys- 
phoria in my own life. I wanted to be a boy 
at S lor about a week when they wouldn't 
let me go "cattlshing" with them, then 
again at 14 when I realized how unlikely It 
was that I would ever become the presi- 
dent of the United States. In college I at- 
tempted to look like a boy lor about a 
year, but I think I liked the idea of it more 
than the actuality of it, and besides, I 

wasn't really pulling it oil. What's clear 
now is that whatever my frustration with 
women's position in the world, I am so far 
away from actually changing my body that 
part of my initial reaction to Chad's deci- 
sion was fear, ft just seems so drastic. I 
mean, what if you change your mind? 

Chad says he has wanted this for most 
of his life — and that he realized that only 



lear had prevented him from acting on 
that desire. Which means that he has al- 
ways essentially been a man, which means 
I was in a relationship with a man, right? 
He was terrified when he finally told his 
parents. His dad said he had been expect- 
ing Chad to say this for a very long time, 
and his mom said, "You know, I look at the 
girls I work with [she works with 
preschoolers], and I look at the things 
they do, and I think, Chad never did that. 
Chad never danced around in her maca- 
roni necklace." 

Macaroni necklace? What are the 
things that people latch on to to under- 
stand an individual's gender? And why is 
it that when we meet someone the first 
thing we assess in order to relate to 
them is whether they are male or female? 
We cling to gender almost desperately, 
panicking when it is ambiguous or compli- 
cated, simply because we are somehow 
Implicated in the confusion. Chad is simply 
Chad, someone I have loved and will con- 
tinue to love regardless of surgeries or 
hormone shots. Would I date Chad if I met 
him as Chad in two years, fully a man? 
Heck, I don't know. I guess I can only hope 
that I will always have an open enough 
mind not to limit my life's experiences be- 
cause of fixed ideas about things that are 
obviously Huid. 

I was skeptical about Chad's decision at 
first, but now I can see the relief in his 
eyes, in his smile, and in the way he car- 
ries himself. And although he is not 
thrilled about answering questions about 
genitals, since ifs not in his nature to talk 
about such things anyway, I sense that he 
has a renewed sense of his own strength, 
that he Is proud he has the guts, finally, to 
talk about it at all. 

Courage is contagious. This has been a 
coming-out process for Chad, and it is In- 
spiring to be around. He got his first hor- 
mone shot last week, and when I asked 
what the effect would be, he said, "I'll 

pretty much have a dill beard by the time I 
get back downtown." For a second I be- 
lieved him, and then we both burst out 
laughing, and I decided that I am very 
lucky to have Chad in my life.

VIOLENCE AGAINST THE TRAN8GENDERED 
IS WIDESPREAD, BRUTAL— 
AND OFTEN UNNOTICED BY LISA MEYER 



In November, about a month after 21- 
year-old Matthew Shepherd was pistol- 
whipped and lashed to a fence on a rural 
Wyoming road in subfreezing tempera- 
tures, Rita Hester, a 34-year-old transgen- 
dered woman in Allston, Mass., was stabbed 
some 20 times in the chesL Just before New 
Year's Eve, Vianna Faye Williams, a 36-year- 
old preoperative transsexual in Jersey City, 
N J., was stabbed nine times in her back, 
neck, and chest. In January, Donald Fuller, an 
18-year-old cross-dresser who went by the 
name Lauryn Paige, was found stabbed with 
his throat cut in a patch of woods in Austin. In 
February, Houston police reported that an un- 
known man wearing women's clothing was 
shot several times in a motel parking lot. In 
March, Tracey Thompson, a 33-year-old trans- 
gendered woman, was beaten on a Georgia 
country road. 
Mdied. 

M£yor newspapers and networks across the 
nation are still reporting what happened to ^ 
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Matthew Shepherd. Thompson did not 
even make the Atlanta p^ers. 

"Which kinds of bodies count when 
they are bashed'?" asks Riki Wilchins, 
executive director of GenderPAC, a 
gender education and advocacy group. 
"If a man who happens to be gay is beat- 
en to death on a Texas highway, the 
straight and queer media and the 
Human Rights Campaign are all over 
that — unless it turns out that the man 
was wearing items of women's clothing. 
That stoiy will not get reported." 

Indeed, the recent wave of attention 
to hate crimes has not included the 
transgendered. Recentiy, President Clin- 
ton endorsed the Hate Crimes Preven- 
tion Act, a federal bill outlawing of- 
fenses based on real or perceived 
sexual orientation, gender, and disabili- 
ty. But transgender activists fear that 
without explicit mention transsexuals 
will not be covered by the legislation. 

Activists say that violence against 
transgendered people goes largely un- 
noticed, both by authorities and the 
press. "In general, there is a lack of cov- 
erage and a lack of awareness in a lot of 
people — mainstream media, gay, les- 
bian, and bisexual people and our 
straight allies — about violence against 
the transgendered community," says 
Winnie Stachelberg, political director of 
the Human Rights Campaign. "It is a dif- 
ficult thing to address because, for all 
comn\unitles, Imtc crimes are tradition- 
ally underreported. Certainly for the 
gay, lesbian, bisexual conununity that is 
true. For the transgendered community 
it is even more true." 

According to the National Coalition of 
Anti-Violence Programs, the nimtber of 
attacks reported nationwide in 1998 by 
transgendered individuals increased 49%. 
The number of victinis who were male- 
to-female transgendered increased from 
98 to 148, and the number of female-to- 
male victims increased from ten to 13. 
The total figures represent only a small 
fiaction of all hate crimes reported. 

Kerry Lobel, executive director of the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task Force, 
says that even though an increasing 
number of the more horrific hate crimes 
against transgendered individuals have 
reached the media over the last year, 
"countless others are ignored." 

Carrie Davis, a counselor at the Gen- 
der Identity Project at the Lesbian and 
Gay Community Services Center in 
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New York City, offers one reason for 
the invisibility: The identity of a trans- 
gendered victim is often erased when 
police process the crime. Ignorant of 
the complex gender identifications and 
sexual orientations of transsexuals, au- 
thorities often say that a man in a dress 
is gay. They do not realize that the 
transgendered population includes peo- 
ple who are gay, straight, and bisexual. 

"This broad spectrum confuses peo- 
ple both inside and outside of the queer 
community," says Kim Ribbans, com- 
munication director of Trans=Action, a 
statewide gender education and advo- 
cacy group in Georgia And such confu- 
sion makes many transgendered people 
uncomfortable with organizations — in- 
cluding antiviolence projects — that are 
supposed to represent them. 

"There is a lack of understanding 
about the concerns and unique needs of 
the transgendered community," says 
Stachelberg, "and that unfortunately 
contributes to a lack of trust on the part 
of the transgendered community to 
come forward and teU their stories." 

Davis offers another reason for the 
invisibility. Because many transgen- 
dered people have trouble finding em- 
ployment, they must resort to sex 
work, and some mainstream and gay 
media consider prostitutes too unsa- 
vory to cover. 

That contrasts sharply with the image 
of victims of high-profile gay bashings. 
"In many ways Shepherd was the ideal 
victim," says Dave Shannon, senior ad- 
vocate in the Violence Recovery Pro- 
gram of the Fenway Community Health 
Center in Boston. "He was a young, 
white, privileged gay male — somebody 
whom many could identify with." 

Meanwhile, transgendered people 
must rely on members of Congress to 
declare diuing the debate of the Hate 
Crimes Prevention Act that the phrase 
"real or perceived gender" includes 
them. Lobbyists for the bill believe that 
if it explicitly mentioned the transgen- 
dered, Congress would not pass it. 
This, Ribbans says, is "because most 
people don't know about transgen- 
dered people" — even if they are victims 
of a hate crime. ■

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$SOJOO; SOME TRANSSEXOALS MUST DECIDE BE 
W NEED AND WHAT THEY CAN AFFORD BY'

Some people sock money away in 
a 401k to buy a home or save for 
retirement. Over the five years 
she worked for a Chicago-area 
electronics corporation, Rachael 
Zuniga amassed a nest egg of $20,000. 
Now she's used her savings to cover the 
biU for the gender-reassignment surgery 
she had scheduled for May 4. 

Zuniga is one of the lucky ones. She's 
cleared one of the biggest hurdles in 
making a gender-related transition. 
"Otherwise, I couldn't afford it," says 
Zuniga, who now works as an adminis- 
trative assistant at Howard Brown 
Health Center, a gay and lesbian com- 
munity health agency in Chicago. 

But there have been some lean times. 
Zuniga, who was bom a biological male, 
estimates that since she started making 
the transition a few years ago, her credit 
card bills have topped $15,000. She had 
200 hours of electrolysis — costing from 
$30 to $65 per hour — to eliminate facial 
hair. Since her insurance didn't cover 
the cost, she says, she could afford the 
treatments only by putting gas, rent, and 
other living expenses on a credit card. 

"There were times that I didn't eat 
properly for a few months [and times] 1 
paid less money on bills than I should 
have," Zuniga says. "I ended up going a 
lot into debt because this was so impor- 
tant. I'm going to spend 20 years paying 
off what I've already spent" 



Before they invest any money in 
health care, transsexuals such as Zuniga 
often spend years, even decades, of 
their lives sorting out the complex inter- 
nal and social issues associated with 
their gender identification. But once 
they've grown to understand them- 
selves, told their families and friends, 
and begun living as their self-identified 
gender, they also must be prepared to 
face enormous medical expenses. 

"It's another thing that makes you 
feel way out there and isolated and 
alone," says Michael Munson, a female- 
to-male transsexual computer consul- 
tant living in Milwaukee. "It adds to that 
feeling of isolation." 

For most, that means going it alone 
to pay for the treatments and surgeries 
themselves. That's because most insur- 
ers do not provide reimbursement for 
transsexual surgeries, which they con- 
sider elective — "even though you may 
be ready to blow your brains out be- 
cause your body doesn't match your 
brains," says Alex Dionne, a female-to- 
male transsexual who lives in Cam- 
bridge, Mciss., and who asked that his 
real last name not be used to protect his 
family's privacy. 

The cost of transition-related health 
care includes a wide range of services 
and treatments. Male-to-female transi- 
tions can cost anywhere from $18,000 
to $35,000, while female-to-male reas- 



signments are far more expensive since 
a phalloplasty (in which a phallus is cre- 
ated, typically from the patient's fore- 
arm tissues) alone can run up to 
$50,000. Other services include psycho- 
then^jy, hormone treatments, and a va- 
riety of surgeries. Add to that other inci- 
dental expenses for everything from 
legally changing one's name (about 
$200, depending on the state) to buying 
a new wardrobe (one female-to-male 
patient needed to replace $2,000 worth 
of boots when, according to him, his 
feet grew because of hormone thereqjy). 

Insurers typically pick up the cost of 
psychotherapy, and doctors are usually 
able to get reimbursed for hormone treat- 
ments — but only because they are delib- 
erately vague in reporting their purpose. 
One doctor who sees many patients for 
hormone therapy refuses press inter- 
views because, according to an assistant, 
he fears his records may be scrutinized. 

Activists are divided over the best 
way to proceed with lobbying for ac- 
cess to reimbursement for transsexuals' 
medical care. Some advocates would 
like to shift the debate from the psychi- 
atric arena to the medical field by push- 
ing for the American Psychiatric Associ- 
ation to end its classification of gender 
identity disorder as a psychiatric prob- 
lem. While that may provide better foot- 
ing in achieving broader civil rights for 
transgendered people, it also could un-

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dermine their ability to make progress 
with insurers, ad\ ocates say. 

Alejandro D;u il<o Marcel, director of 
the Ti-ansgender Education Network, a 
state-funded af^ciK y in Boston, says he 
has never hoan! of an insurance compa- 
ny paying for reassignment surgery. In 
fact, he says, le would advise pre-op 
transsexuals tc i consider carefully the 
repercussions of asking an insurer to 
pay for ;ui,\iliiiifi related to their transi- 
tion, even if ilicir doctor doesn't specify 
the reason for t he treatment. 

"It really |)uts yoiu- health credentials 
on the line \\itli insiu^ince companies," 
Marcel says. '1 the insurance company 
covers it, thoii from there on you're 
marked as someone who's had this 
surgery, and t \erylhing that follows, 
health wise, w ill be under question [as 
to] whether it relates to sex-reassign- 
ment surgery." 

In Fel)riiaiy the state of Oregon de- 
cided against adding sex-change proce- 
dures to the list of approved health ser- 
vices covered uiuier the state's health 
plan for the i) . Transgender advo- 
cates had 1 the Oregon health ser- 
vices c-ommi.ssi< m to extend coverage to 
include the procedure, but the state 
panel ruled i hat there was no good evi- 
dence showin.L; that sex-reassignment 
surgery impi()\ es patients' mental and 
emotional \vcll l)eing or socioeconomic 
status or that it reduces the incidence of 



suicide attempts among transsexuals. 

"I'm hoping that some day in the very 
near future, insurance companies will 
relent," Zuniga says. Until such a break- 
through, transsexuals will have to rely 
on their own means of support to pay 
for their health care. Many people find it 
a tough emotional strain when they 
know surgery is available but can't af- 
ford it. The costs play a crucial factor in 
determining the amount of surgery an 
individual can have done and when 
those procediu'es can be completed. 

Some must wait and thereby make ad- 
justments in their lives. Munson points to 
a friend who works a low-wage job in a 
cafe and can't afford surgery. The friend, 
a female-to-male transsexual, tries to dis- 
guise his breasts by binding them, wear- 
ing dark colors, and adopting a slumped- 
over posture. Mimson, however, who 
founded a female-to-male support group 
in Chicago called For Ourselves: Re- 
working Gender Expression, says he's a 
strong advocate for people's "evaluating 
what's necessary in their lives, what they 
want to do with their bodies versus what 
they need to do with their bodies." After 
taking hormones and having surgery to 
remove breast tissue, the Mend has de- 
cided to live with his body as it is now. 

Munson suggests other paths for peo- 
ple who don't have the money or don't 
want to spend it. "We spend a lot of 
time thinking about men and women, ^ 



HOW ITS DONE 



Sex-reassignment surgery can 
include a series ol many difficult 
and expensive procedures. While 
being a transsexual does not 
require that all (or any) ol these 
surgeries be performed, the follow- 
ing reassignment surgery proce- 
dures are options for transsexuals: 

MALE-TO-FEMAIi 

> VAGilOPLASTY: Involves removing 
the testicles and the inside of the 
penis and then inverting the penis 
skin to create a vagina. 

> ADAM'S APPLE SHAVNG: Surgery 
done under local anesthesia to de- 
crease the size of the Adam's apple. 

> VDICE SURGBfY: Procedure that 
scars the vocal chords to modHy 
the voice's pitch. 

> BREAST AUGMBUTATIfm: Saline- 
filled implants are inserted under 
the existing breasts. 

FEMALE-TO-MALE 

> BILATfflAl IWASTECTOMY: The 
removal of breast tissue and reduc- 
tion of nipple size to form a male 
chest. 

> PHALLOPLASTY: Construction ol a 
penis using skin, nerves, veins, and 
arteries from other parts of the pa- 
tient's body. The labia may be used 
to construct the scrotum. Clitoral 
nerves are usually preserved and 
may eventually grow into the new 
penis. Testicular implants and im- 
plants to obtain an erection can be 
inserted in subsequent procedures. 
Urethral extension is also possible. 

> METAIDIGPLASTY: An Individual 
whose clitoris responds sufficiently 
to testosterone may have the cli- 
toris released from its hood and the 
shaft 'finished" along the bonom 
side, completing the foreskin. The 
resulting small penis is also raised 
about one centimeter forward on 
the body. The labia are also raised 
and fused in the center to form the 
scrotum through use ol testicular 
implants. This procedure retains 
natural erectile capacity. The pa- 
tient can elect to have the vaginal 
cavity closed and/or the urethra 
extended through the penis. 

> HYSTERECTOMY/OOPHGRECTOIWY: 
The removal of female reproductive 
organs and gonads.

As BIber's reputation as a surgical 
pioneer has grown, so has the fame ol 
Trinidad. Situated on the Iront wall ol 
the Rockies about 200 miles south ot 
Denver, Trinidad emerged as a wild cat- 
tle town in 1842.

and most of it doesn't have to do with 
what's between our legs and what our 
physical bodies are like," he says. "I 
think a lot of people jump through 
hoops thinking [surgery] is what they 
have to do. You can be a very healthy, 
very wonderful man without having 
genital surgery." 

Many of those who pursue surgery 
must be financially creative. Some ask 
relatives and friends for help, take two 
jobs, or refinance a house. When his 
company's insurer wouldn't cover the 
cost of his recent chest surgeiy, Dionne 
took out a personal loan at the compa- 
ny's credit union. He says he plans to 
complete the rest of the surgeries but 
doesn't know how he'll pay for them. So 
now he's writing a screenplay about his 
life that he hopes to sell. 

"It's kind of similar to a couple's get- 
ting ready to have a baby," Dionne says. 
"You go through all this financial and 
emotional preparation for what's to 
come. You really have to strategize." 

Add to that the cruel irony that em- 
ployment can prove another challenge 
for transgendered people. They may 
have difficulty securing a job if they are 
already living as their self-identified gen- 
der, or they might be fired since most 
civil rights laws do not protect them. 

Some male-to-female transsexuals 
turn to prostitution. Dee Teixeira, a 
hairstylist in Los Angeles who is a pre- 
op male-to-female transsexual, says she 
has known people who took to the 
streets as a way to try to save up some 
money. "The next thing I know, they're 
strung out on drugs, they haven't saved 
any money, and they're in jail," she says. 

Others choose to go out of the coun- 
try to find lower-cost surgery. Thailand 
has become a popular destination for 
surgery, but Teixeira says some of her 
friends haven't been completely satis- 
fied with the results and needed addi- 
tional corrective surgeries. 

In the end, people in transition say 
the sacrifice and the savings are well 
worth it. "This is something you have to 
do on your own," Teixeira says. "You 
just have to hang in there. Fm definitely 
going to get it done — there's nothing 
that's going to stop me." ■

Each week two or three people 
take the "road to Trinidad " to 
meet the doctor ot ttieir 
dreams — Stanley Biber. 

Biber is one ot the world's leading 
gender-reassignment surgeons. His pio- 
neering practice has drawn more than 
4,000 people to the town ot Trinidad, 
Colo., to undergo gender-reassignment 
surgery over the past 30 years. 

Biber pertormed his lirst reassign- 
ment surgery In 1969 after a social 
worker, who brought her children to his 
office for checkups, asked, "Can you do 
my surgery?" Says Biber: "I said. Sure, 
what do you want done?' She said, Tm a 
transsoKual.' I said, What is that?'" 

Biber quickly learned the definition ol 
transsexual ani, guided by drawings 
supplied by a surgeon at Johns Hopkins 
Hospital, performed his first reassign- 
ment surgery— a penlle-scrotal flap, or 
inversion of the organs. 

In the three decades since his lirst 
operation, Biber has performed 3,800 
male-to-female procedures and 350 
lemale-to-male operations In Trinidad's 
70-bed iVIount San Rafael Hospital. "The 
grapevine is so strong," he says. 

Gender-reassignment surgery 
accounts lor only about 20% of Biber's 
practice, but the doctor who lacked a 
knowledge ol transsexualism In 1969 
understands very well the arduous 
journey his patients make. 

"You develop a lot of empathy for 
these patients," he says. "These people 
have been In hiding all their life. They've 
been hit on the head so many times be- 
fore they come here." 

Biber came to Trinidad in 1354 to 
work at a United IVIine Workers of 
America clinic after serving as an Army 
surgeon In the Korean War and at Fort 

Carson in Colorado Springs, Cok). "I 
thought I'd be here for a year or two," 
he recalls. 

But Biber remained, building his 
practice, raising a family of nine chil- 
dren with his wife, and operating a cat- 
tle ranch. "I get out in the open country 
and chase my little cows around, " says

tion ot about 9,000, Trinidad is still the 
Old West. Brochures promote the town 
as "a pocket of peace, plentiful clean 
air, and pure Western Americana." 

But Trinidad also is known as the 
"sex-change capital of the world." Biber 
chuckles at this moniker as well as the 
nickname so many of his patients adopt 
for themselves— "Biber girls." "That 
doesn't emanate from us," he says ol 
the nicknames. He then asserts that 
Trinidad Is not ashamed ol his work or 
its contemporary claim to lame. 

""My people are so sophistKated," 
Biber boasts of Trinidadians. "'They're all 
experts on transsexualism. They under- 
stand better than anybody in the world 

because they Uve with these people. The 

understanding came from exposure." 
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In her book The Beauty Myth, 
Naomi Wolf explained how West- 
em culture has pressured women 
into maintaining the body beauti- 
ful, often at a high cost. So Cher 
has a scapegoat. But who are her le- 
gions of gay male fans going to blame? 

It seems the quest for that perfect 
body has taken a disturbing turn, as ex- 
perts point out what watchful eyes al- 
ready suspected. Steroids — which cata- 
pulted into the public consciousness 
during the 1980s with revelations of 
their use by high-profile athletes — are 
making a comeback. 

Of course, in the case of combating 
AIDS, the muscle-building drugs can be 
beneficial, replenishing testosterone 



sell it to their friends who are body- 
builders or whatever." 

For most the rationale is, with rare 
exceptions, physical. Now more than 
ever, a beer gut and a gay bar don't mix. 
And the desperation for abs of Fort 
Knox only increases when people real- 
ize the silhouette they crave can be 
more easily achieved with a few weekly 
injections. 

"I started going to this personal train- 
er who had just an impeccable body," 
says Paul Prusas, a 32-year-old corpo- 
rate sales executive in Atianta "And so 
he put me on this program and told me I 
could have the same body he did if I 
worked out hard enough. One day I was 
talking to his assistant, and he's telling

levels in order to fight fatigue, weight 
loss, and low sex drive. But health ex- 
perts say abuse, even among this group, 
is widespread. 

There is unquestionably an increased 
use of steroids in the gay community 
that has been legitimized somewhat by 
usage in the latter stages of AIDS cases," 
says R Scott Hitt, MD, chairman of the 
Presidential Advisory Council on 
HIV/AIDS. "But it helps only in the cases 
where testosterone levels are low." 

Doctors can legally prescribe 
steroids — which do nothing to restore a 
weakened immune system — but Hitt 
says many are encouraging HIV-positive 
patients who have normal amounts of 
testosterone to use the drugs even when 
they're unnecessary. 

Some patients who have a legitimate 
reason to use steroids are requesting 
double their necessaiy dosage, he says. 
"Some of them do it just because they 
want to get bigger; others will get it and 



me that I'll never have a body like that 
because [tlie trainer] uses steroids. 

"There seem to be more and more 
people who have adopted the motto of 
'don't drink, do drugs, and have a great 
body,' " says Prusas, who decided 
against taking steroids. "But you wonder 
how you can live that kind of life and 
maintain that kind of body." 

Prusas is referring to the "circuit 
party" scene, which includes after-hours 
clubs filled every weekend witli barbar- 
ianesque physiques (and cases of bot- 
tled water). It's no secret that the use of 
mind-altering drugs such as crystal meth 
and ecstasy are widespread among 
those who fi^quent these niglitspots. 

Indeed, Uving a lifestyle that keeps 
you up all weekend doesn't square witli 
having a body that would appear to 
need hours of daily gym maintenance. 
In some ways steroids are seen as insur- 
ance for those unable to handle two 
hours of working out on the Monday 



morning after, say, the White Party. But 
in most cases the drugs' renewed popu- 
larity is fueled by frustration. 

Cedric, a West Hollywood, Calif., res- 
ident who did not want his real name 
used, recently began his first " 'roid 
cycle" after noticing that a few of his 
friends with similar workout regimens 
were building muscle mass at seeming- 
ly twice the rate he was. When Cedric, 
who is in his mid 20s aj\d has a natural- 
ly .sculpted physique (he's just over six 
feet tall with a 31-mch waist) discov- 
ered they were supplementing their 
weight training with steroids, he con- 
cluded tlie risk was woith tlie results. 

"It seems like more people are doing 
it, and no one seems too worried about 
it," says Cedric, an aspiring actor. Wliile 
he is awEire of tlie more ob\ious side ef- 
fects — acne, decrease in testicular 
size — he believes taking such a 
crooked pathway to acliieve the mascu- 
line ideal beats the alternative. But he 
concedes, "It's embarrassing to admit, 
and I don't think anyone feels great 
about doing them." 

Tl\e potential damage steroids can do 
to a body is far more serious than pock- 
marks and shnmken testicles. Accord- 
ing to Hitt, "Dramatic mood swings are 
conmionly associated with steroid use, 
and long-term effects include serious 
liver problems." 

Hitt also is concerned about what is 
not known about the drugs. Medical 
studies have been rare, and, with wide- 
spread use of steroids a relatively new 
phenomenon, he says it is impossible to 
gauge what other damage can result 
fi-om their abuse. 

"We do know about hormones and 
the delicate balance between too much 
thyroid and too little," he says. "The 
same with insulin. It's hard for me to be- 
lieve it would be OK to mess around 
with your testosterone level like this." 

But it doesn't look like tlie drugs' pop- 
ularity will abate any time soon. Law en- 
forcement agencies haven't made halt- 
ing steroid trafficking a priority, Hitt 
says, and, as with the crystal-meth trade, 
stopping it altogether would be difficult. 

"The whole scene is beconiuig more 
liard-core," Prusas says. "You just won- 
der when this party is going to come 
crashing down." ■

Activists hope for answers from the first federal study 
of lesbian transmission of HIV By Sue Rochman 



Wlien Phyllis Marks was di- 
agnosed with HW in 1986, 
she knew no other HIV- 
positive lesbians. And 
when she finally met a 
woman who was still interested in 
being involved with her after learning 
she was HIV-positive, they had very 
few places to turn for information on 
lesbian safer sex. 

"I remember going to a lecture on 
safer sex at Community Health Project 
in New York with a tape recorder be- 
cause I was .so nen ous about getting all 
the infonuation that I could," Mai'ks re- 



calls. "But there was very little iitfomia- 
tion on how to have sex with another 
woman. And my lover and I had to be 
very creative. Wlien we had .sex we tried 
eveiything from various size embroidery 
hoops vsltli dental dajus and Saran Wrap 
to finger cots and condoms to make sure 
we were safe." 

Thirteen years later Marks, 56, may fi- 
nally get Uie infonuation she needs. In

rated for increased research on HIV 
transmission between women since the 
start of tJie AIDS epidemic, iuid their ef- 
forts led the CDC to liost the historic 
Lesbian HIV Issues Meeting in 1995. That 
coi\ference as well as the HIV Epidemio- 
logic Research Study on HIV-positive 
women, which foimd a higlier than ex- 
pected nuinl)er of wonien who have had 
sex with women, laid the groundwork 
for EUiier's study. 

"People were blown away by the re- 
sults of Uie HERS study," says Meaglum 
Kennedy, an epidemiologist in the Divi- 
sion of HTV/AIDS Prevention at the CDC. 
Kemiedy assistetl Ethier and an atlvisory 
committee composed of lesbian-health 
advocates and HIV researchers in design- 
ing Uie new study. 

Tlie data showed tliat 18%. of these 
women — one in five — reported same- 
.sex contact And e\ en tliougli this is a se- 
lect group of urban women who are HIV- 
positive, that number was much higher 
than anyone ever expected." 

In terms of statistics the course of the 
epidemic suggests that the risk of fe- 
male-to-female transmission is small. 
Though at least five possible cases of 
woman-to-woman transmission have 
been reported by physicians since 1984, 
none have been confirmed through virus 
matching to determine if the strain of 
one virus passed to another is genetically 
identical. Such evidence would be defini- 
tive proof of transniission. 

"Almost everyone at this point would 
agree that HIV is not easily transmissi- 
ble between women," Kennedy says, 
"but I think that it is possible. And with 
this study, with the use of blood sam- 
ples, we will be able to determine if it is 
very likely that two women share the 
same virus. And whether we find one 
case or five, we will have answered the 
same question." 

Lesbian-health activists and some re- 
searchers believe that the CDG's over- 
all method of tracking transmissions — 
which has never included a category 
for female-to-female transmission — has 
probably led to misclassification and 
thus underreporting of female-to-fe- 
male cases. 

"The CDC's surveillance method 
wasn't designed to find cases that don't 
happen a lot," Kennedy says. "Surveil- 
lance is based on a hierarchy of probabil- 
ity that you were infected this way if you 
engaged in this behavior. So the fact that 
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we haven't found them there isn't a big 
surprise." 

Since so Uttle is known about HTV 
transmission risk between women, Ethi- 
er's study will also look at all types of 
sexual behaviors HIV-positive lesbians 
and other women who have sex with 
women engage in. In addition, her re- 
search will examine whether and to 
what extent women are using safer-sex 
methods. "Most HlV^xisitive women are 
in the dark about what is safe," Ethier 
says. "And they've had to make up guide- 
lines as they go along." 

Lesbian-health advocates and les- 
bian-health researchers agree that the 
CDC's decision to fund this study is a 
huge accomplishment. "It's really im- 
portant that the CDC is paying attention 
to this," says Jearme Marrazzo, an assis- 
tant professor of medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Washington who is studying 
the sexual transmission of diseases be- 
tween women. "A lot of people who 
study HIV and STDs don't even think 
there is the potential of transmission be- 
tween women because there's this in- 
credible assumption that basically 
women don't have sex. It's the worst 
combination of sexism and homopho- 
bia — thinking that not only do you need 
a man for sex to occur but that when 
you don't have a man, you really aren't 
going to do anything very interesting." 

The lesbian AIDS study will use clin- 
ics in four cities — Baltimore, New York, 
San Francisco, and Washington, B.C. — 



as research sites. (Women who think 
they may have been infected by or in- 
fected another woman but live outside 
of these areas can take part in the study 
by contacting Ethier through The Advo- 
cate's Web site.) 

Ethier and Keimedy emphasize that 
even if no cases of HIV transmission be- 
tween women are found in this study, 
that doesn't mean that such transmission 
can't or hasn't h^pened. "If we can find 
those cases," Ethier says, "then we can 
say, 'Yes, this happens,' and no one has 
really been able to say that before. But if 
we can't find cases, that doesn't mean it 
can't happen. It means we just didn't find 
those cases. 

"By doing this study we're not trying 
to say that there is a huge risk," Ethier 
continues. "But there is a significant por- 
tion of women who are HIV-positive who 
have sex with women. This study vali- 
dates that these women are out there 
and that their voices and concerns need 
to be heard." 

Marks concurs. "I think that there is 
still a lot of fear in the lesbian communi- 
ty about having sex with a woman who 
you know is HIV-positive and that that 
fear is much higher than the possibility 
of transmission," she says. "But then 
again, how do we know?" ■

Joycelyn Elders is a tough act to 
follow. As U.S. surgeon general 
for less than two years, the feisty 
Elders made headlines for advo- 
cating drug legalization, contend- 
ing that masturbation should be a regu- 
lar part of sex education curricula, and 
declaring that "sex is good, sex is won- 
derful... whether it is homosexual or 
heterosexual" before she was forced to 
resign by President Clinton in 1994. 

David Satcher, who assumed the 
post in 1998, has carefully avoided 
weighing in on the hot-button issues 
that landed Elders, dubbed the "con- 
dom queen" by detractors and support- 
ers alike, in political hot water. 
Nonetheless, in an interview with The 
Advocate, Satcher endorsed sexually 
explicit HlV-prevention campaigns 
aimed at yoimg gay men, took on the re- 
ligious right and the "ex-gay" move- 
ment, and denounced the permissive 
social climate he says encourages vio- 
lence against gays £ind lesbians. 

"I grew up in the church and take my 
Christian commitment very seriously," 
Satcher says. "I don't see how being a 
Christian can be consistent with taking 
the attitude that we are somehow better 
than other people and devaluing the 
lives of people simply because of the 
way they contracted HIV. The [religious 
right] has opposed a lot of the things Fve 
tried to do. . .to help people reduce their 
risk for HIV transmission. I've tried to 
work around them or work through

them, but I wouldn't dare say I've figure 
out how to deal with them yet " 

The surgeon general's office has 
played a crucial role throughout the 
AIDS epidemic. When the Reagan admin- 
istration resisted informing the public 
about AIDS in the 1980s, Surgeon Gener- 
al C. Everett Koop, picked for his conser- 
vative credentials, bucked White House 
domestic-policy advisers by encouraging 
condom use as an HIV-prevention mea- 
sure and by sending a pamphlet explain- 
ing AIDS to every American home.

Joyceiyn Elders was forced to resign 
as surgeon general live years ago after 
suggesting tfiat students be taugtit about 
masturbation, but her presence still looms 
large over the office she once held. Al- 
tliough more restrained than Eiders, Satcih 
er is still dealing with the political fallout 
caused by her outspokenness. 

In a March 1 994 interview with The Ad- 
vocate, Elders, who now lectures on health 
issues, lived up to her reputation for can- 
didness. Il/lany of her comments remain 
current five years later. Among them: 

• On gay sex: "We need to speak out to 
tell people that sex is good, sex is wonder- 
ful. It's a normal part and healthy part of 
our being, whether it is homosexual or het- 
erosexual." 

• On adoption: "IVIany children in this 
society are born unwanted, and I leel that 
if py or lesbian couples feel that they 
want children enough to adopt, well, then 
they are probaUy just as capable of being 



off calls to eliminate the embattled 
agency but who was unable to return it 
to its original luster. But critics say 
Satcher has yet to take full advantage of 
the office's bully pulpit to advocate for a 
bolder national response to AIDS, which 
they contend has long been hampered 
by conservative opposition to govern- 
ment funding for sexually explicit HIV- 
prevention campaigns and by uneven 
access to antiviral drug therapies. 

"Satcher is a very smart and caring 
surgeon general whose heart is clearly 
in the right place," says A. Cornelius 
Baker, executive director of the Nation- 
al Association of People with AIDS. "He 
is politically adept at building support in 
the White House and rebuilding the of- 
fice. But the question is whether he is re- 
ally going to be outspoken enough to 
make a difference." 

After just more than 14 months on the 

job, 5?atcher may still bp finding his voicp. 
"Dr. Elders made a tremendous contribu- 
tion," Satcher explains. "This nation stiU 
hasn't dealt with what she pointed out — 
the need for more sex education in home 
and school and community and our need 
to be more outspoken about it. Koop 
took on Reagan's domestic-policy advi- 
sors.. . . I agree that the surgeon general's 
responsibility is to inform the public with 
the best available science even if the sd-

good parents as heterosexual parents who 
choose to adopt." 

• On AIDS education: "tf there are 
young gay men out there who are not 
hearing the message, then we have to step 
in and figure out how to get to them. The 
federal government has a responsibility to 
all of our citizens, not just the heterosexu- 
al citizens." 

• On lesbian health care: "We have to 
train our nation's physicians to ask the 
right questmns and to offer lesbians advice 
that is appropriate to them." 

• On gay youth: "We just can't write off 
10% of our student population." ■

Satcher has made improving treat- 
ment and prevention campaigns for the 
poor and underserved his primary med- 
ical mission — a mission he insists in- 
cludes lesbians and gay men. Says 
Satcher "We have to figure out how to 
do a better job reaching sometimes dis- 
advantaged groups, like gay men of 
color, who are hard hit by AIDS." 

Satcher has encouraged black church- 
es to undertake frank discussions of ho- 
mosexuality and HIV transmission. While 
blacks represent only 13% of the popula- 
tion, they account for more than half of 
new HIV infections every year. "We're def- 
initely seeing much more AIDS activism 
from wathin black churches," Satcher 
says.

Church leaders 
who in the past wouldn't touch AIDS 
with a ten-foot pole because of their dis- 
comfort with sex and drugs now see it as 
their re^nsibility to speak out And in 
Memphis recently black ministers sent 
the message that they are not going to os- 
tracize you if you are HlV-^xJsitive." 

Satcher compared reports of rising 
HIV-infection rates among some young 



gay men to teenage pregnancy among the 
poor. "I underetand [improtected sex] in 
terms of the frustration involved in being 
a yoimg gay man in tliis society and get- 
ting to tlie point where you are unhappy 
with what life is like," he says. "The rear 
son I put so much emphasis on mental 
healLli in my ouU each work is tliat I have 
seen the depression caused by discrimi- 
nation. I've seen tlie same tiling when it 
comes to teenage pregnancy in housing 
projects. Pregnancy itself isn't the prob- 
lem. Neither is violence or drugs. It's 
hopelessness about tlie future Uiat is tlie 
problem. A lot of these disadvantaged 
kids see themselves dead by 2.5. Tliis is 
our most difBcult cliallenge, changing the 
environment, whetlier for young gay peo- 
ple or for kids living in housing projects. 
If we create the riglu emiroiunenl, jxjo- 
ple won't be 'bai ebarking' because they 
will want to be around for die futiu'e." 

As a result, Satcher believes the "ex- 
gay" movement poses a tivvat to the men- 
tal healtJi of those who paiticipate in it. 
Tm hardly a medical expert on 'ex-gays,' 
but I take tlie position of tlie American 
Psychological Association, which says 
that it's not the way to go. I don't con- 
demn anyone who wants to try these [ex- 
gay] services. But I'm convinced by the 
science that people do not choose to be 
homosexual We do not choose our sexu- 
al orientatioa There should be no blame 
or judgment associated with sexuality. I 
strongly caution about tampering with 
things we don't select to be, things we are 
bom with Our goal should be to create an 
envirorunent that respects people for who 
they are and what they are. We need to 
leam to work together as a society." 

Part of that learning process, Satcher 
says, is speaking out more forcefully 
against the antigay prejudice that can 
lead to violence. "As a society, there has 
to be a stronger level of intolerance for 
the kind of behavior we saw in [the 
Matthew Shepard slaying)," he says. 
"There are still people who think they 
can attack gay people because it's ac- 
ceptable to a large portion of the popu- 
lation. We have a climate that almost 
encourages violence. People in posi- 
tions of authority, whether in homes or 
communities or churches, have to make 
it clear that discrimination is wrong, 
that violence against gay people is al- 
ways wrong." ■

Set partly in the 1920s, The Hours 
follows Woolf as she writes her ac- 
claimed novel Mis.

The writer credits his lover, Ken 
Korbett, with a good part of the book's 
success. "He's my men- 
tor and my muse, and 
he's more responsible 
than any another person 
for how the book came 
out," Cunningham says. 

Gay journalist 
Jonatlian Capehart 

agrees with Ounninghaiii 

that "it's really wonder- 
ful seeing out gay people 
receiving this kind of 
honor." Capehart — 
along with members of 
the New York Daily 
News editorial board — 
was awarded the 
Pulitzer for a series of 
articles about Harlem's 



legendary Apollo Theatre. 

"I'm elated and honored," says 
Capehart, who's been deluged with 
E-mail messages and phone calls from 
well-wishers. "But really the whole 
thing hasn't sunk in yet." 

Among other honorees is first-time 
playwright Margaret Edson, a kinder- 
garten teacher who lives in Atlanta. Al- 
though her critically acclaimed drama, 
Wit — about a 50-ish college professor 
dying of ox ariaii cancer — was passed 
over lor Tony award consideration (it 
was i)laying in an unrecognized the- 



ater), Edson seemed satisfied with the 
play's Pulitzer honor. 

"I was cleaning up the classroom 
when I heard the news," Edson told 
the Daily News. "Now I hear that not 
only did I win the prize, but money 
goes with it too!" Edson said the first 
person she called was her partner, 
Linda Merrill, a curator at Atlanta's 
High Museum. Then, because there 
was no champagne handy, she toasted 
her win with a half-pint carton of 
chocolate milk. 

The biography prize went to Lind- 
bergh, A. Scott Berg's book about the 
aviator Charles Lindbergh. "This is the 
most exciting day since Anne Morrow 
[Lindbergh] gave me permission to 
write the book," the newspaper quoted 
Berg, who dedicated the volume in 
part to his male partner. 

"I don't know that there are neces- 
sarily more gay people receiving the 
Pulitzer this year," Capehart says, "or 
that the Pulitzer board is more for- 
ward-thinking this year. I think it's 
more an indication of the times. There 
are more openly gay people today, so 
the honorees reflect a more diverse 
people." ■

atthew Bourne, the gay 
English choreographer 
whose Sxoan Lake put 
hairy-chested swans in 
every living room in 
America, has returned 
to these shores with a 
dazzling modem-dress version of an- 
other ballet classic, Cinderella, and if 
the results are somewhat less fleshy 
and Freudian than its notorious prede- 
cessor, this latest effusion from 
Bourne's superb company, Adven- 
tures in Motion Pictures, is no less 
unorthodox and provocative. 

Set amid the London rubble during 
the World War II blitz, this Cinderella, 
introduced in London's West End in 
1997, has found a home away from 
home at Los Angeles's Ahmanson 
Theatre, where artistic director Gor- 



don Davidson put his 
reputation with his 
board on the line 
before the American 
premiere of Swan Lake two years ago 
("Guys dancing around in feathers to 
Tchaikovsky? You must be kidding"). 
This time there will be less consterna- 
tion, less skin, and a bit more mystifi- 
cation. Everybody may know the ba- 

sicH of the Cintlerella stoi-y, but no 

single dance version of that ballet is 
as fanuliar as the Swan Lake that 
Bourne so curmingly transgressed in 
the earlier piece; he was free here to 
go his own way. 

What the two productions share, 
however, is an almost hallucinatory 
quality in the storytelling. The charac- 
ters aren't so much propelled by the 
narrative as trapped in it. What drew

Bourne to the era of 
the Battle of Britain 
was Sergei Prokofiev's 
score, written during 
the same period, during the most 
stressful days of the war. The music is 
among the Russian composer's dark- 
est and most troubled creations; most 
choreographers working on Cinderel- 
la simply ignore that tone and deliver 

iiidifferoiil ballets. 

At the Ahmanson, searchlights 
rather than fairy wings illuminate the 
night sky; the sound of bombs pref- 
aces each of the three acts; air-raid 
alert signs Hash in Lez Brotherston's 
award-winning, stunningly conceived 
designs. The heroine — danced by tlie 
exquisite Sarah Wildor, on loan from 
London's Royeil Ballet — is a dreamy, 
kindhearted, bespectacled slavey in a 
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household teeming with Bright Young 
Things and hints of pansexual pas- 
times, all under the thumb of a social- 
climbing gorgon of a stepmother. And 
Cinderella's prince has become Harry, 
a shell-shocked Royal Air Force pilot 
who stumbles into her house during a 
blackout and emerges clutching one 
of the jeweled pumps that Cinderella 
has temporarily pinched from the 
stepmother. In the role of Harry, 
Adam Cooper, the hunky chief swan 
olSivan Lake, is barely recognizable 
behind the David Niven mustache. 

It is the world of Noel Coward and 
Evelyn Waugh on the brink of dissolu- 
tion, a society determined to dance its 
way to the edge among the falling 
bombs. BILL CHOI

Bourne's most striking irmovation 
is the second act, where he flirts with 
a cinematic dream structure. The 
cheesy dance hall through which Lon- 
doners romp seems to resurrect itself 
from the ashes at the beginning, and 
Cinderella fantasizes herself onto the 
dance floor and into bed with her 
swain. The result is a sweeping post- 
coital duet that leavens Bourne's 
satirical group nimibers with a sweet 
sincerity. In case you didn't guess it 
from Swan Lake, this is one dance 
maker who puts his heart where his 
sole is. ■

It's a decidedly unex- 
pected success for such an unortliodox 
creation. So what the heck is it? 

Well, a puppet show. A classical 
music experience. An abstract visual 
collage performed in a television-size 
aquarium with no plot, no characters, 
and no script.

\{ Symphonie Fantastique is so dif- 
fic-ult to describe, it's Ijecause it's so 
peculiarly original. Basic-ally a one- 
hour synchronized underwater ballet 
of fabric, feathers, and fiber-optic 
tubes of light in a .^00-galIon fish Ismk 
(San Francisco's will hold 1,000 gal- 
lons), it's a dancing kaleidoscope of 
iiUEiges choreographed to music. 

"Most classical music is essentially 
abstract," says Twist, who manipulates 
the "puppets" witli three other people. 
"It doesn't have a storj' or a concrete 
meaning. I wanted to re-create that vi- 
sually. It's been done with animation 
in Fantasia. And there's the Zicfifeld 
FoUie.s in film. All of Busby Berkeley's 
designs are a superabstraction, putting 
familiar things — ^pianos, bodies — into 
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these flowerlike shapes. I wanted to 
see sonielhing like lhat in puppeti-y, 
but there was nothing." 

Choosing water as tiio niodiiim. he 
set out to create it, pic king tlie 19ti\- 
century composer Hector BerUoz's 
1830 composition Sijiii phonic Fcuitas- 
liqiir as the sound track. "Il works re- 
ally well with the water because it's 
moody and passionate, with a kind of 
lyricism that jusl swells," he says. 

No stranger to theatric'al passion 
himself, Basil Twist comes from a 
fiunily of puppet fanatics. His grandfa- 
ther was a 1930s bandleader who used 
string puppets of jazz greats like Cab 
Calloway in his shows, while his moth- 
er founded a puppet troupe to tour 
hospitals and schools in (heir San 
Francisco neighborhood. Although im- 
mersed in it as a boy. Twist aban- 
doned puppetry in liiglt school for fear 
of being labeled a "sissy." 

"It seemed too much like playing 
with dolls," he confesses, acknowledg- i 
ing a discomfort witli a "percolating 
gay thing" as a factor in giving it up. 
By his firet year in college, however, 



he was already dating boys and dissat- 
isfied with academics. Seeking intern- 
ship alternatives, he read about the 
Center for Puppetiy Arts in Atkmta. 
"That was the moment when I went, 
Oh, of course, that's what I love to do, 
that's ichat I know I'm good at, even 
though I hadn't done it in years." 

After quitting school he came to 
New York and worked with avant- 
garde director Julie Taymor (later 
lauded for her puppet-inspired work 
on Broadway's Tlie Lion King). By 
1990 the craft's poor employment 
prospects forced Twist to reconsider 
college. F'ortunately, FVance's 
renowned Ecole Superieure Nationale 
des Alts de la Maiionnettes was then 
accepting students for its three-year 
puppetry program. He applied and got 
in — the only American ever to do so. 
As the sole gay man in a class of 12, 
Twist quickly distinguished himself 
with a glitzy cabaret style that was big 
on sequins and tall on glamour. "1 was 
definitely more camp," he says. 

In 1993 he retiuTied to Manliattan, 
bringing tliat style to Uie city's gay bars. 



"I had a puppet of [infamous New York 
drag queen] I^idy Bunny sniffing poi> 
pers," he laughs. "1 also made these titree 
sleek and gorgeous black singers that 
moved iti tandem like the Supremes." 

But it was a three-minute montage 
he choree )grai)he(l to a recording by 
the high-pitcheti priestess of lounge 
music Yma Smnac that paveti the way 
ior Symphonic Fantastique. "With the 
Siunac piece," he explains, "there are 
curtains that keep opening and closing, 
different-colored scar\ es and things, 
all chopping and falling in time to the 
music. People really responded to it." 

Twist says he plans to keep expand- 
ing people's perception of puppetry 
with his next ventiu"e — one animated 
completely by wind machines. Invari- 
ably, the idea of appljing lus distinctive 
training to produce new theatrical ex- 
periences visibly excites Twist. "With 
puppetry," he says, "you can create a 
whole other world of your own." ■

This premise 
"""^ would be plenty 
for one play. But 
Congdon over- 
loads the script 
with twists, both 
stylistic (spy 
story meets 
soap opera) and 
thematic 
(Rachel's con- 
flicted sexuality, 
Joni's cynicism 
about the 
media). The play 
is a satire — 
come on. Presi- 
dent Joni? — yet 
it also makes an earnest pitch for dif- 
ference of opinion as the linchpin of 
American democracy. Although it's 
better to have too many ideas than 
too few, the play ends up doing jus- 
tice to none of them. ■

Having only just dried out from 
an unbelievably rainy autumn 
Nlsit to Italy, I yearn to have 
lived in Florence before World 
War II. According to Franco 
Zeffirelli, it was a world kissed 
by eternal sunsets, a postcard-perfect 
landscape where ladies in white lace 

could promenade beneath parasols se- 
cure in the knowledge that they would 
need them only to shield E^ainst the in- 
convenience of ultraviolet. 

Tea With Mussolini, Zeffirelli's au- 
tobiographical memory piece, is exact- 
ly the vision of an embattled Europe 
you would expect from a man who 
gave Romeo and Juliet the 64-Crayola 
sparkle of an MGM musical. The Zef- 



firelli approach to history combines 
the time-marches-on urgency of an old 
Movietone newsreel with the sun-dap- 
pled sheen of an Italian Tourist Author- 
ity brochure, tlirowing in Cher as a rich 
Jewish art collector who sings "Smoke 
Gets in Your Eyes." Kitsch like this 

money can't buy. 

If there were a true environmental 
recipe for How to Raise a Big Italian 
Opera Queen Designer-Director Who 
Reveres English-SpeEildng Nations and 
Badmouths Gay Rights, you could do 
no better then the nurturing offered 
ZeffireUi's yoimg siurogate, Luca An il- 
legitimate child who is shrugged off by 
lus father after his mother dies, he is 
taken in by his father's secretary, Mary 



(Joan Plowright), one of a phalanx of 
English dowagers (known by the locals 
as scorpioni) who have resettled in 
Florence in the 1930s. 

There are the good scorpioni like 
Mary, who schools Luca in Shakespeare 
through toy theaters, and Arabella (Judi 
Uench), a would-be artist who touches 
up frescoes and exposes Luca to the gal- 
leries. There are the bad scorpioni like 
Lady Hester (Maggie Smith, dusting off 
her bitch mask), an ambassador's 
widow who defends Mussolini and 
dresses her son in drag. Adding brash 
Yankee color to the mix are a lesbian ar- 
chaeologist (Lily Tomlin, swaggering 
about like some Mama Hemingway in 
jodhpurs and safari hat) and Cher as ^ 
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The art collector meets the archaeologist:

a blowsy Peggy Guggenheim type who 
turns out to have more class in one toe- 
nail than all these gals put together. 

It's a dream cast filled with major 
dish potential, but Tomlin and Dench 
are wasted. Save for Lady Hester's 
knee-jerk snobbery ("Why shouldn't 
Mussolini have an empire? All the best 
people in Europe have empires."), Zef- 
firelli and coscreenwriter John Mor- 
timer can't give these scorpioni enough 
sting. And the director's throbbing sen- 
timentality mushes out what's there. 

This is epic storytelling at its most 
cloddish. There isn't an eye blink that 
isn't telegraphed miles in advance: You 
know Cher's new lover will do her 
wrong from the first close-up of his 
smarmy puss, and they bang the kettle 
drums moments before the Fascisti bust 
up everyone's party. Dates are trumpet- 
ed on the screen — "December 7, 1941! 
Jj^anese invade Pearl Harbor!" — to give 
us that frisson of great things happen- 
ing. By the time Cher and Maggie Smith 
reenact the sort of kiss-and-make-up 
scene that Bette Davis and Miriam Hop- 
kins did in their sleep, we expect this 
on-screen flash: "July 5, 1943! FYanco 
ZeflBrelli sees his first and last movie!" 

There's a neat dadaistic eccentricity 
in the scene that inspires the title (in 
which Maggie Smith trots off to make 
nice with II Duce), offering a fleeting 
suggestion of the picture that might 
have been. But this is only one chapter 
in Zeffirelli's memoirs. Maybe he'll get 
it right with Elevenses With Idi Amin 
or Cappuccino With Quaddafi. ■

Sebastian Cole is the latest in Hollywood's spotty history ot sex-change story lines By Gregg KIMay 



Anian in the process of morph- 
ing into a woman: TTie veiy na- 
tion sounds inherently dramat- 
ic. But while tabloid TV has 
been exploiting transsexualism 
for years — it sometimes seems 
every pre-op transsexual in America has 
appeared on one TV talk show or anoth- 
er — Hollywood movies have been much 
more reticent on the subject 

Both The Qnistine Jorgensen Story 
and Myra Bivckinridge came out in 1970, 
but it wasn't until John lithgow traded in 
shoulder pads for a Maidenfomi in his 
sympathetic performance as Roberta Mul- 
doon in 1982's T7w Wmid According to 
Garp that transsexualism went main- 
stream. That studio foray was followed by 
occasional independent films such as 
1992's Tlie Crying Game, in which Jaye 
Davidson's secret is that he's saving up for 
the operation, and 1994's T)ie Adventuivs 
ofPrisciUa , Queen of the Desert, featuring 
Terence Stamp's own song of Bemadette. 
FuUy realized female-to-male tales Iwe 
been even fewer. Tilda Swinton blithely 
switched genders in 1993's Oiiando, but 
her character was more a metaphoric 
transsexual than a clinical case, while Ne- 
braska murder victim Brandon Teena — 
whose tragic true-life story wiU be told in 
the upcoming Take It Like a Man — never 
saw the inside of a sex-change clinic at alL 

All of which makes it something of a 
surprise when, in the first reel of the new 
indie film TTie Adventures of Sebastian 
Cole (opening June 25), Hank, the teen 
hero's regular-guy stepfather, matter-of- 
factly announces to his family that he has 
decided to become a woman. 

"I did have a close faitiily friend who 

was a transsexual," explains Tod Wil- 
liams, the autobiographical movie's 
writer and a first-time director, "and that 
was the real inspiration for the movie. 
I realized I had had almost no reaction. 
I was probably too self-obsessed back 



then to realize what was going on." 

To portray Hank's low-key transfor- 
mation into Henrietta, Williams chose 
New York stage actor Clark Gregg, 
"the first actor I saw who was willing 
to play Uie part and not the dress," the 
director says. 

"1 didn't want to play a cross-dress- 
ing male," Gregg says. "Witli Henriet- 
ta, what you see is what you get. The 
cool irony that Tod came up with is 
that the person who's making the 
most radical life choices — and who 
some people might consider, in a 
simplistic sense, the most flaky — is 
also tlie most solid, dependable per- 
son in Sebastian's life. I felt like any 
tremendous level of artifice would 
only impede Henrietta's ability to 
be a good parent." 

Adds Williams: "TTie crux of the 
movie for me was defining that re- 
lationship (between Sebastian and 
Henrietta], finding out what was ivi\\ 
about it and how the labels that 
are attached to it were irrelevant" 

That confoimding of easy la- 
bels is probably one reason so 
few transsexuals have appeared 
on film. In the year-end release 
flaivless, for example, Philip 
Seymour Hoffhian stars as a 
drag queen, but as director Joel 
Schumacher explains, "Philip's 
character doesn't see himself as 
gay. He doesn't consider him- 
self a man at all, but a woman 
trapped in a man's body. I 
know most people find that 
idea confusing, but I've known 

people like Uial, aiid for them, 

it's very real." ■

Forget eBay and Tomb Raider. 
My favorite millennial rush is the 
Sundance Channel. Think of it! 
Suddenly you can flop in front of 
your TV and— just by dicking 
your remote — summon all the 
exotic films that used to screen only in 
decrepit theaters that had sticky floors 
and suspicious scurtyings in the comers. 

And now that you liave this all-night 
art house in your living room, check out 
what's playing: All this month Sundaiice 
presents "She Said Cinema," a series of 
27 features and 1 1 shorts by and about 
women. This smartly selected line- 
up — hosted by Advocate colum- 
nist B. Ruby Rich — offers many 
pleasures, starting with the 
chance to see films by interna- 
tional talents such as liv Ull- 
man, Gillian Armstrong, Jane 
Campion, Doris Dorrie, and 
Sally Potter. 

What's more, "She Said Cine- 
ma" is up to its ears in lesbians. 
There's Entre Nous by director 
Diane Kuiys, When Night Is Falling 
by Patricia Rozema, Everything Rel- 
ative by Sharon Pollack, Celestial 
Clockuxnic by Fina Torres, A Couch 
in Neiv Yotic by Chantal Akerman, 
and the movie that put Anne Heche 
in the Sundance pantheon, Nicole 
Holofcener's Walking and TaUdny. 
And this is not to mention short filnvs 
directed by Alex Sichel {Ml Over Mr) 
and Lisa Cholodenko (High Art). 

Sundance Channel is giving a big 
buildup to the two world premieres 
in its series: the feature Me and 
Will, a female Easy Rider, and 
TVeyf, a 52-minute documentary set 
to debut May 17 (with repeat dates 
as well). Written and directed by life 



partners Alisa Lebow and Cynthia 
Madansky, Treyf \s a deeply felt explo- 
ration of the balancing act involved in 
being both lesbian and Jewish. The film 
has a slow pace, but those who stick it 
out wiU be rewarded with moments of 
gratifying insight. 

The Yiddish word Ireyf refers to food 
that Is forbidden to obser- 
vant Jews. (Lebow and 
Madansky intercut their 
on-camera sequences 
witli frames from a 
memorably bloody old- 
time lilmstrip on how to 
prepare kosher meat 
and poultrj'.) But a per- 
son can also be tivyf, it 
turns out: different, not 



quite right, taboo — in this case, lesbian. 
Exploring what this label means in their 
own lives, Madansky and Lebow take us 
aloi\g as they visit various sites that sym- 
bolize their heritage. It's a trip to the spir- 
itual attic, where they try on the tradi- 
tions they were raised with, seeing which 
ones fit and which they've outgrown. ^

Two straight women do Ttielma and Louise on 
motorcycles in Me and Will, premiering in May. 

Lebow, a great-looking androgyne 
with eyes as big as her leather jacket, 
makes a handsome contrast with 
Madansky, whose long, exotic locks 
frame a soulful face that's right at 
home in Jerusalem — where, we learn, 
she lived for a decade and where's 
she's always longed to return. The an- 
cient city becomes the couple's first 
destination. But as they explore the 
Jerusalem Madansky once knew, the 
old connection fizzles. Faced with the 
militaristic atmosphere of Israel 
today, the lovers can't wait to get 
back to the States. 

Nor does New York's lower east 
side turn out to be entirely homey. As 
they walk the streets, Lebow evokes 
romantic memories of their immigrant 
ancestors; Madansky retorts that their 
grandparents hightailed it out of the 
New York tenements and into the sub- 
urbs the minute they could. 

Finally, the two filmmakers seek a re- 
ality check from their peers. They invite 
a big crowd of Jewish lesbians to a party 
and ask them to describe their own treyf 
lives. It's a mystery why Lebow and 
Madansky didn't end with this sequence; 
it's by far the most engaging in the film. 

After the interviews the women — 
what else? — dance. In the movie's best 
shot the camera loops and swirls as a 
powerful line of Nikes, Doc Martens, 
and biker boots pound the floor in an 
exuberant, whip-fast hora. In that mo- 
ment you can feel Madansky and 
Lebow get what they're after. Together 
with their friends they define and cele- 
brate their own tradition. Jewish or 
not, you'll want to throw back your 
head and join in. And since you'll be 
watching Tret/f in your own living 
room, what's stopping you? ■

Iceland's groove collective Gus Gus erases boundaries in both music and love By Steven Gdula

Listen to members 
of the Icelandic 
music group Gus 
Gus talk and you'll 
start to wonder 
whether Cole 
Porter's "Anything Goes" 
might be an appropriate 
national anthem for their 
homeland. Boundaries are 
blurred there, they say, la- 
bels less defined, inhibi- 
tions tossed aside. This is, 
after all, the nation that 
celebrates the summer sol- 
stice and the arrival of the 
midnight sun by rolling and 
frolicking in the dewy 
grass — nude. 

"It's such a good way to 
party!" says Gus Gus song- 
writer and acoustic gui- 
tarist Siggi. For him, this is 
normal behavior. 

Appropriately, the latest 
CD from Gus Gus — not 
just a band but a nine-per- 
son music, film, and per- 
formance art collective — is 
titled TTiis Is Normal. "The 
word normal is used quite 
often in a critical sense," 
Siggi explains. "We think 
it's really important that 
people think twice before 
maybe using this word. We 
beUeve whatever feels 
right for you is normal." 
Siggi is well aware of his 

Icelandic cultural advan- 
tage. "It's hard for me to 
compare the community 
I've been raised in to how 
it is to be (raised] in Washington or 
Germany," he admits. "There is a cer- 
tain amount of freedom [in Iceland). 
The population is like a small town, 
and because you are more or less 
dealing with the same people all your 
life, you get more intimate."

Perhaps this intimacy explains why 
many Icelanders think of themselves 
as neither straight nor gay. Siggi is 
one of three Gus Gus members whom 
Americans would identify as bisexu- 
al. But even that term causes a ripple 
in his affable demeanor. "We want 



nothing to do with categorizing," he 
insists. 

Gus Gus's music also defies catego- 
rization — a melange of beats, atmos- 
pherics, and grooves that isn't exactly 
techno, ambient, pop, or disco but 
borrows from all those and more. ^

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"When I go into a record shop and 
I'm looking to see if they have our 
album, they ask, 'What type of music 
is it?'" Siggi says. "It's impossible to 
get it across to this guy who's work- 
ing the shop." 

77t/s Is Normal, Gus Gus's second 
full-length release on 4AD/Wamer 
Bros., visits some of the same sound- 
scapes as its predecessor, Polydis- 
tortion, yet in many ways the new 
album is more direct, less experimen- 
tal. Some might even argue that it's 
more "normal." 

For its first release, Siggi says, 
the band "wanted to combine pop 
songs that are usually written on 
acoustic instruments" and play them 
in "the electronic environment." 
Three years later the band has 
found a groove all its own. "We got 
closer to each other and knew more 
about [our] abilities and personali- 
ties," he says. "We decided to con- 
centrate on what the [songs'] stories 
were about. In doing that, they be- 
came more focused." 

But not more predictable. This Is 
Nomial brims with enough sonic 
twists, turns, and variations to keep 
you on your toes and on your feet. 
The groovy organ intro of "Lady- 
shave" gets funked up by a wicked 
trip-hop beat. "Starlovers" takes '80s 
aficionados back to the days of Yaz. 
while "Very Important People" sounds 
like an homage to house master 
Frankie Knuckles. Then there's the 
lush electroballad "Bambi" and the 
disorienting and beautiful "Blue Mug." 

Whether the issue is sexuality or 
musical styles, the fluidity of Gus 
Gus washes away borderlines — and 
keeps music writers confused. "The 
strong tendency from journalists 
[is] to think that we're from outer 
space, or they seem to experience 
us as weirdos or maniacs," Siggi 
says, laughing in typically unflap- 
pable style. 

Sexual freedom, creative libera- 
tion, and an abiUty to laugh at them- 
selves? Is Gus Gus too good to be 
true? Says Siggi: "It is, actually, what 
we feel is normal." ■

sics), Almond was the personification of 
trash and drama — qualities that have char- 
acterized his ever-changing catalog for al- 
most 20 years. Considering that the last 
time new Almond material hit American 
shores was in '91, you better not wait for 
his new U.K. album Open All Night to show 
up at Sam Goody. 

This exotic and erotic trip-hop cabaret 
explores familiar Alniond themes — noctur- 
nal adventure, fatal attraction, and irra- 
tional fcdth in the power of love, or at least 
sex, but its subversive melodic surfaces 
make possible an even greater payoff of in- 
timacy and danger. Violins dance across 
shuffling beats; accordions, harmonicas, 
and various organs suggest clandestine ren- 
dezvous on the wrong but ever-so-right side 
of the tracks. Duets with ex-Sneaker Pimp 
Kelli Dayton on "Almost Diamonds" and ex- 
Banshee Siouxsie Sioux on "Threat of 
Love" aren't the only highlights: The entire 
album feels like the sound track to the gut- 
ter opera Ahuond was destined to stage. 

Gene is another Anglo act that's fol- 
lowed its own muse. For Revela tions, 
rather than jumping on the electronica 
bandwagon, the group has dropped the 
lush orchestrations now in vogue to bang 
out traditional American rock. The first 
track, "As Good as It Gets," suggests 
Bruce Springsteen, while the last one, 
"You'll Never Walk Again," begins with the 
tortiored tenderness of earlier triumphs, 
then builds to a nasty guitar crescendo. 

Between these dubious bookends are 
plenty of forgettable songs amped up with 
tacky power chords and stridently socio- 
logical lyrics. The harder delivery tramples 
whatever subtlety is left of bisexual singer 
Martin Rossiter's poetry, and his new po- 
litical observations aren't nearly as wise as 
his previous personal confessions. The bit- 
tersweet homo longings of "Olympian" 
and "We Could Be Kings" are gone, re- 
placed by odes to new father Rossiter's 
"Uttle Child." 

Halfway through the murk pops one ter- 
rific tune, "Something in the Water," which 
not coincidentally skips along like the 
Smiths' "This Chamung Man," but the rest 
suggests the Goo Goo Dolls' bland bom- 
bast. Since Gene and its American record 
label have gone their separate ways, this 
sellout isn't exactly ingenious. ■

Sexual healing

If I ruled the universe, I would 
clone thousands of Stephen E. 
Goldstones, plant them world- 
wide in clinics, sex clubs 
and shopping malls, 
and require every 
gay man to drop in for 
a consultation. His ter- 
rific new book, The Ins 
and Outs of Gay Sex, is ^ yi 

one of several recent titles ^ 
designed to give gay men 
easy access to health infor- 
mation that used to be 
shrouded in secrecy. Gold- 
stone not only provides an- 
swers to a slew of questions 
about the sexual risks, practices, 
and behaviors that typically tor- 
ture and befuddle gay men, but he 
also demonstrates a bedside 
(sometimes slingside) manner 
full of compassion and wit. 

Goldstone's strictly sex 
manual makes an invaluable 
addition to the still too- / ^ 
short list of trustworthy / 
texts on gay men's 
health. The book's 12 
chapters and four appendices 
cover everything from nonvirally 
transmitted diseases, HIV (the book 
provides a superb cram course on the 
basics of AIDS), anal sex, and sexual 
dysfunction to the latest word on 
recreational drugs and choosing a 
doctor. 

The medical information here is 
comprehensive and in other hands 
might have been bone-dry. But Gold- 
stone's tone keeps even Latinate la- 
bels from being numbing. Expecting 
to glaze over at his discussions of, say, 
MoUuscum contagiosum or Condylo- 
ma acuminatum, we encounter Gold- 
stone's quick assertion that the first is 
"not a shellfish" but rather a poxUke 
sexually transmitted virus (accompa- 
nied by a line drawing of bumps on a 
thigh); we find the second is the fancy

name for venereal warts (illustrated 
by little bumps on the penis shaft). We 
are also quickly reassured that neither 
constitutes a "grave prognosis" and 
are given a full complement of treat- 
ment options ranging from topical 
ointments to surgery. We're also, at 
nearly every turn, given real-life C£ise 
histories — stories that don't feel 
slapped on but instead rise orgemically 
out of Goldstone's self-evidently wide- 
ranging experience. 

Goldstone gives us frequent reas- 
surances about such must-read topics 
as penis size (six inches really is the 
average, "not," as Goldstone 
says, "a lie propagated by 
a bunch of under- 
equipped men") and 
about such largely man- 
ageable afflictions as 
herpes, scabies, and crabs. 
These passages balance 
out his discussion of physi- 
cal risks and dangers, such as 
those most of us know we face 
when we indulge in fisting and 
water sports." (You'll gain new 
respect for how compUcated your 
external and internal sexual ma- 
chinery is.) The basic deal is that 
Goldstone is as much a warm and 
funny guy as he is a clear and cogent 
medical expert. Buy this book. 

Rik Isensee's Are You Ready? The 
Gay Man's Guide to Thriving at 
Midlife approaches sex (among many 
other issues) from a refreshing and 
long-overdue angle. Perhaps the best 
thing about his evenhcuided overview 
of the gay male at midlife is that 
"thriving" has a central place in the 
title. It's not news to any of us that 
the gay media is intoxicated by youth, 
but it's also not news that baby 
boomers (who still constitute the 
greatest bulk of the population) aren't 
21 anymore. As to sex, Isensee pretty 
much applies what we already know 
about getting older (we're balding and 
wrinkling, we don't usually stay up all 
night anymore, we have fewer ^ 
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spontaneous erections, etc.) to the 
plight of the average gay man — al- 
ways at least ruefully optimistic 
about the ways we can leam to let up 
on ourselves and retain a sense of 
humor about the wanings and wax- 
ings of our dicks and libidos. Midlife 
sex is depicted here as the kinder, 
gentler sort — not the thrilling, fright- 
ening adventure it remains (at 47) for 
me. Still, the reassurances of Are You 
Ready? will be appreciated by all of 
us, whether we're more priapic or 
less so. Isensee's general Jungian 
stance — most interestingly embodied 
in a chapter titled "Gay Men as 
Shaman/Tricksters" — is also wel- 
come. We may be getting older, but 
we're still pretty hot. 

As a coda to all this, it's a pleasure 
to report on "Alternative Nation," the 
final chapter of the glossy new (and 
otherwise mostly for hets) musing on 
the male libido Total Sex: Men's Fit- 
ness Magazine's Complete Guide to 
Everything Men Need to Know and 
Want to Know About Sex. It's great, 
first of all, that the book ends with 
thoughts on gay issues: One hopes 
the straight male reader won't simply 
slam the book shut at the sight. 

There's a lot of good stuff crammed 
in here (including The Advocate's 
John Gallagher's terse rundown of 
essential gay issues — marriage, insur- 
ance, drugs, etc.). But since our 
topic is sex, let me leave you with 
a quote from one of the chapter's 
sidebars about 64 "straight" men 
who were "first questioned to deter- 
mine their anxieties regarding homo- 
sexuality" in a recent study done at 
the University of Georgia. "The re- 
searchers then attached monitors to 
the participants' penises and showed 
them clips of straight and gay XXX 
movies. It turns out, the men who ex- 
pressed the greatest homophobia 
showed the most arousal while watch- 
ing men having sex with other men." I 
intend to photocopy this page and 
mail it to Jerry Falwell and Jesse 
Helms today. ■

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Tales of the Lavender Menace: 
A Memoir of Liberation 

■ By Karla Jay ■ Basic Books ■ $25 

In a moving, highly personal sketch 
of her life, Karla Jay clears the 
record on the early years of radical 
feminism and gay liberation. Her recol- 
lections resist pining for the way things 
were, offering instead real insight into 
the fledgling women's liberation move- 
ment, whose lesbian contingent Betty 
Friedan dubbed "the lavender menace." 

Jay moves from a painful childhood 
dominated by a mentally ill mother to 
membership among 
the early movement's 
principal players, 
with whom she 
marched in antiwar 
and civil rights 
protests. Her anec- 
dotes and analyses of 
the radical feminist Redstockings, the 
Women's Liberation Movement, and 
the Gay Liberation FYont are pep- 
pered with sexy queer coming-of-age 
stories, with no apologies for the fre- 
quently naive political tenor of the 
movement's early agenda. 

Tlie book's bittersweet tone reflects 
the dilemma of a young woman making 
the transition from Barnard to back- 
street revolutionary. Of her attempt to 
make sense of drag queens at the time, 
she writes, "Real female heroines. . .were 
of no interest to them. Have you ever 
seen a drag version of Susan B. Antho- 
ny? Case closed. ..." About coming out 
on Tom Snyder's Tomoirow Shmo in 
1976, she recalls, "The following day, 
[my motlter] checked into a mental hos- 
pital." And she calls Rita Mae Brown 
"our Jay Gatsby," remarking that Brown 
has reinvented her politics and, indeed, 
her personal history over the years. Be- 
yond the usual history lessons (Jay 
takes us to the Columbia student upris- 
ing of 1968 and, a year later, to the 
Stonewall riots), we're afforded a real 
sense of the glamour and danger of 
being a radical in the late 1960s. Reflec- 
tive and waggish, this oddly invigorating 
memoir provides perspective alongside 
lessoixs in life, love, and coming to terms 
witli being queer. — Robert L. Pela

A Bush in the hand... 



^\ Tlie talk around the dinner table had turned to poli- 
tics, and the Texans surprised the group by pro- 
claiming their support for the likely presidential 
candidacy of George W. Bush. The New Yorkers 
were predictably aghast. How, they shouted, can you support 
anyone allied with the party of Trent Lott and Dick Armey, to 




say nothing of Pat Buchanan and 
Gary Bauer? Normally, a rising deci- 
bel level makes me turn away from a 
discussion, but the fact that I stayed 
with it made me realize that the 
question "Whither Bush?" was one I 
am suddenly curious to sort out. 

Like many people, 1 have a 
rough sense of why a Bush 
presidency would be hamiful to 
gay men and lesbians. We sus- 
pect that his background of 
prep-school privilege is incom- 
patible with the politics of in- 
clusion. We fear that his poli- 
cies will echo those of his 
CIA-steeped, Gulf War-monger- 
ing father. Most of aU we sense 
that in a Bush adnunistration 
our interests would he sacri- 
ficed to the Texas governor's 
play-to-both-sides politics. 

1 don't buy the first line of 
thinking. Al Gore, the likely Demo- 
cratic candidate, is also the product 
of elite schooling, and we don't dis- 
qualify him for that reason alone. As 
for the second suspicion, I worry 
less that the governor will repro- 
duce his father's ideas than that he 
will mimic those of his "We like to 
go rich" mother. (On the other hand, 
in a George W. Bush White House, 
Barbara Bush, who in her husband's 
time looked more like the presi- 
dent's mother than his wife, will at 
least be the materfamilias.) 

The third objection is harder to 
dismiss. On gay issues Governor 
Bush is indeed the Emperor of 
Equivocation. Although he has re- 



fused to comment specifically on 
the still-bottled-up ambassadorial 
nomination of James Hormel, Bush 
believes no one should be disquali- 
fied from a presidential appoint- 
ment because he or she is gay. But

he also thinks that we should not 
be foster or adoptive parents and 
that sexual orientation should not 
be a category covered by hate- 
crimes legislation. 

Given the number of gay men 
and lesbians who have proved emi- 
nently able to give needy children 
good homes. Bush's family policies 
strike me as cockeyed, and his op- 
position to hate-crimes reform, 
which might be rational if he on 
principle opposed all such legisla- 
tion, is also troubling. But are these 
regrettable views enough for us to 
shoot down his candidacy before it 
has been officially announced? 
Not, as my Texas friends argue. 



if you believe economic issues are 
at the heart of social change and 
that Bush's fiscal philosophy is the 
way to ensure the prosperity that 
makes progress for minorities easi- 
er. And not, the Texans would fur- 
ther contend, if you want a presi- 
dent who respects us rather than 
takes us for granted. Bush, they 
and the governor's longtime gay 
friends insist, is absolutely comfort- 
able working with gay men and les- 
bians — as long, of course, as they 
share his general political agenda. 
If these arguments strike you as 
too paltry for supporting a Bush 
candidacy, then you wiU undoubt- 
edly get behind Al Gore, who 
has — no question — been a consis- 
tent friend to gay causes. But if 
you are concerned that the vice 
president's meager charisma quo- 
tient makes him unlikely to win a 
general election and that our fail- 
ure to support Bush will mean 
being shut out of his administra- 
tion, then you might want to wait 
before dismissing the Texan. 

Lest you think I am engaging 
in Bushlike equivocation, let me 
say that if I found myself, come 
November 2000, voting for the 
Texas governor, I would not be sur- 
prised. On the other hand, there is 
still so much to be revealed about 
him once the national press takes off 
its gloves that a year from now I 
could be as adamantly against him as 
my PC New York friends are. Maybe 
gay people are finding themselves in 
a Bush-friendly mood because of our 
disgust with the current president 
and anyone associated with him. 
Whatever the feeling's cause, howev- 
er, it should be a little worrisome to 
the vice president and his advisers. 
Bush and Gore may both be four-let- 
ter words, but for many of us right 
now. Bush is not necessarily the 
more off'ensive of them. ■
